T h s pressure of th e w ater compresses the 
air, forcing the sulphate of iron up the 
glass tube according to the depth to which 
it descends. 
T he glass tube, part of which 
retains its original color, ia then measured 
on a scale, ana thnsthe depth of the sound­ 
ing is indicated.

tem plated act, and surrendered. 
He believes 
that if fee is tried on any single charge alone 
he will not be convicted, and hopeq ¡i con­ 
victed, th at the Governor will iutcríur?. 
He 
desires to lead a quiet lif) with his family, as 
he did from April, 1877, to April, 1881, upan 
a rented farm near Nashville, Teun. 
H e re- 
fu-ei to state where h« has heen since April, 
1881, bat read in the New Y oik Herald "the 
news of the shooting of Jtsse the day after it 
occurred. 
He has been east of the Allegha- 
nies, aud w is in Kentucky last year. He has 
been touch maligned, 
lie never wrote a let­ 
ter threatening to revenge Je¡>so’s death. 
H e remarked 
of 
the country th at it 
was a m ighty good bushwhacking tim ­ 
ber, >nd he knew every foot of it. 
He 
said he had come t > Missouri, (September 23d, 
with the purpose of surrendering. 
Previous 
to th at time, he said, he bad not been in the 
State for a year. 
H e said : 
“ I came to 
Missouri to try to regain a home and stand­ 
ing among her people. 
I have been on’side 
her laws for twenty-one years. 
I have been 
hunted like a wild animal from ons State to 
another. 
I have known no home. 
I have 
slept in all sorts of places—here to day, there 
to-morrow. 
I have been charged with nearly 
every great crims committed in either Mis­ 
souri or her neighboring States. 
I have been 
taught to suspect my dearest and nearest 
friend of treachery, and where is the end to 
be ? 
I am tired oi this life of night riding 
and day hiding, of constant listening f r 
footfalls, crackling twigs, rustling leaves and 
creaking d-.ors ; tired of s. eing J u las or. the 
faes of every friend I own—and goodness 
knows I have none to f p u e ; tired of the 
saddle, the revolver and tne cartridge belt— 
and I want to -ee if there is not some woy 
out of it.

T he list em braces thirty-one persons, of 
whom the youngest is 23 years of age and 
the oldest 68. 
A ll inn-keepers are in 
future forbidden to sell intoxicating drinks 
to the persons whose nam es appear oa this 
record. 
Two very large and splendid cat’s-eyes 
were exhibited at the conversazione cf th e 
B ritish Association a t Southam pton, by M r. 
Jam es R. Gregory. 
These w ere said to b e 
the largest in the world. 
One m easured 
3 inches in length and 11 inches in breadth, 
and weighed 359 carats, or nearly 2.j 
ounces; th e other is som ew hat sm aller, 
weighing 308 carats.

mat kably fine stones. 
Irish hotel-keepers are having a hard 
tim e of it this year.

Before he had died he planted 27,000,000 
trees, w hich covered 16,000 acres. 
D uring bis recent stay in England, C ety- 
wayo was taken oa board H er M ajesty's 
ship Cambridge, and perm itted to fire a 
j broadside t.y electricity. 
W hen he had 
: touched tho key and heard the unexpected 
and thundering result, he is sai l to have 
fairly “ bounded into the air.” 
Y our care­ 
ful Englishm an, w hen he entertains a sav­ 
age who may one day be an enemy, thus 
very carefully combines useful instruction 
w ith am usem ent. 
Cetyw ayo will not soon 
go to w ar again w ith a nation th a t can tiro 
off a broadside sim ply by touching a b u t­ 
ton. 
Bernays, a law yer of A ntw erp, w.v found 
w ith a bullet through his heart. 
Tho case 
j was at first regarded as suicide, but an 
anonym ous letter, laboriously striving to 
m ake it appear an accident, led to :he pros­ 
ecution «f tw o brothers named Peltzer for 
his m urder.

T he district and to n n 
of Orange in southeastern France was be­ 
queathed by th e last C ount of th a t i l k ' o 
W illiam III. ("f Eagland), o d whose death 
Frederick of I’russia m cccedcd to it, in 
right of his m other, W illiam ’s eldest sister, 
aud ceded it-to Louis X IV . by the peace of 
U trecht, 1715.

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An Autumn Spring and Ita Consequences 
— Farm Scrap - Books — & Good 
Year for the Dairy—Etc. 


The early and heavy rains of the present 
season are not wholly unprecedented, and are 
not without significance. 
While they have 
injured dry feed, they have done much more. 
The surface of the s .il has been so thoroughly 
wet that all grain and all gross Beed now on 
the soil will germinate, and if warm weather 
follows, as will probably be the case, in a few 
days the fiffds will put on the greeu of 
spring, and uew feed will more than compen­ 
sate for the loss of the dry feed lost. 
Vege- 
t itlon will come forward as rapidly and prob­ 
ably m>re rapidly than In the spring, so that 
e. 
jck will rsally be the giiners for the early 
ruins. 
Had these early rains been only light, 
the old dry feed would h»v > been injured 
and we should have hed no fresh fee 1 to U se 
its place. Tb9 prospect now is that we shall 
have our genuine Indian summer in October 
and November,anil shall experioccsoDec f those 
celightful seasons that in California some­ 
times occurs in the fall of the year, and may 
well he termed an autumn spring. We sol- 
«I >m have auch a season here except that it is 
bucceeded by an open, dry winter, with scant 
/s in s in the spring. While farmers may be 
rej i ring ia a plenty of gr ea feed in the fall, 
they should not forget that they aro most 
sure to be pinched in the coming spring and 
summer f r grass and feed for their stock. 
Ti.ey should improve the opportunity that 
good weather may tow afford them to save 
a'i the hay nDd all the srraw they pjs-ibiy 
c.’.u. 
A Very large amount f hay and straw 
has been injutei and cl most ruined, but it is 
s ! still worth Hating in au ic.pation of a 
sh ;rt crop in-xt yen . Straw that lays spread 
out over tfc-r ground its left by the ir.*chir.e, 
may be wet 'dumb through to the ground, and 
it may tako a ime time for it to d.y ou% but 
it should not be ah .udoned. L st it be stirred 
up and turned over, and as soon as suffi dtmtly 
dry, let it be gathered up and put into 
stacks. 
If a litlla damp, so that it does 
not 
actually 
heat end mold, it is not 
injured for cattle. 
O i the contrary, the 
dampness will sjf ec it up, and sattle will 
<ai it all the be'ter. 
Large amounts of 
alfalfa seed will doubtleos be ruined and lust 
in consequence f the heavy rains. Very lit­ 
tle has been th iashed, end most of it now 
stands in open or flat steckh. Tuese t tacks 
have wet down from six to ten feet, generally 
from top to bottom. Too seed, wi.eu eo wet, 
sprouts very quick, ¡.ad it will be impossible 
to u.-y is on! rapidly enough to save it.

io this condition w II hardly pay for thrashing 
and attempting to save it.

in reference to u,l matters cf which he 
keeps notes. The best fgricnUnral journals 
are those that become the publishers cf the 
experiences aud conclusions cf contempo­ 
raneous p sc.icil farmers. 
If each farme- 
in a township or county would make a daily 
record of bis obsorvatious ia reference to 
practical culture, aud send it to his local 
paper at the end of each mouth for p ibiica- 
tiou, the recoids thus preserved aud pub­ 
lished for one year could hardly faii to be­ 
come one of the most valuable agricultural 
w rks ever published. 
If it is instructive for 
farmers to meet togetner and compare expe­ 
r t r.ce by oral communiiations, certainly it 
would be instructive for them to read each 
othei’s notes and memoranda of experiences.

of the Central Pacific. The outl mk is eepe 
cially good for the dairymen of this State for 
an unlimited period in the future. No coun­ 
try cm produce better butter or cheese than 
we can, and no country can produce the-e 
articles at a less actual cost, and no c uatrv 
has a bitter market or better maikets for all 
that can be p-odu led than we have. 
If our 
dairymen win take pains to make the very 
best ar'i.les that can be made, will take 
pains t > put it up in the best and most invit­ 
ing styles, the Siate will in a very few yeors 
bicorne one of tfce most noted dairy States iu 
the Uni n. Our climate favors the dairy. 
We havd no season in the whole year wbtn 
gcod butter cinn -t bo made and put direct y 
on tho market. Our summers are compara­ 
tively cr> 1 and i ur winters are compajatively 
warn.. Our cows give milk ten or elcveu 
mouths ia the year, as against eix and eight 
months in the m ist fiv-.ral>'.e localities east 
of the Itocky Mountains. Our alfalfa mead­ 
ows produce three and four c r ops a y> ar, each 
crop being equal in quantity and better in 
milk m iking properties to the test crops in 
the Eastern S'-ate», wh-.re their lands pro­ 
duce but a Bingie crop in a twelvemonth 
The above are some of the reasons why tne 
dairy is Hure to continue a good-paying busi­ 
ness iu this S.ate.

NOTES. 


P a u l 
M o r p h y . — l’aul Morphy, the

There, are, however, one or two good 
points in this decline. 
These fine sorts 
then had no competition in the many ex­ 
cellent varieties which have since sprung 
into existence and supplied the m ark et; 
and the scant Bupply then, confined to a 
few purchasers, is replaced by the enor­ 
mous quantities which enables anyone who 
has a tew cents to feast on strawberries, 
and the whole people can have them. 
In treating cows for horn brittleness, a 
stock-rriier in Austria found no good result 
from feeding bone-meal when the water 
used was from a spring perfectly sofs— 
that is, without mineral matter. But upon 
changing them to the water cf another 
spring containing carbonate, sulphate and 
phosphate of lime, and chlorate of mag­ 
nesia in small quantities, the rtfects were 
as fellows : 1. The animals drank half as 
much again as before. 
2 The cows gave 
more and better milk than before. 
3. The 
worst diseased cows at once began to get 
better, and this was 
the first case in 
which any of them recovered without re­ 
moval. 
4. The oxen showed far better 
coniition than could be previously attained 
on the best food and with the most careful 
attention. 
5. No fresh cases occurred as 
soon as the change of water was intro­ 
duced. 
Mr. Parry, who has long been a very 
successful grower of the raspberry, gave 
the New Jersey Horticultural Society a 
statem ent'cf some of the large profits ob­ 
tained when this fruit sold at high prices. 
He said the best American varieties, with 
fair treatm ent, will yield as many bushels 
per acre as corn, and generally bringing 
five times as much in market, and when 
once planted remain for several years. 
A 
neighbor of his sent to market a one horse 
wagon load of red raspberries, and received 
$220 for the lot. 
A lady near him rented 
out her farm, reserving a portion for a rasp, 
berry plantation, from which sbo sold one 
year 43,000 quarts of berries, worth, at S 
cents a quart, $3,440, which w’as more than 
the tenant made from all the other cr ips on 
the farm. 
Ten miles from Lsndon is a fine old place 
called Charlton I’ark. 
Many years ago a 
great sale of mulberry trees, with other 
timber, took place there. 
The auot'oncer 
could give no explanations as to how such 
an immense quantity of mulberry timber 
should be there, hot it W33 subsequently 
explained that with a view to British silk 
culture, James I. had done all iu his power 
to encourage mulberry plantations, and 
actually appeared in court in a silk suit 
woven out of cocoons which the Qu-en had 
personally raised from her silk-worms. 
It 
was later on deemed to he impolite to 
check French importe, so the silk scheme 
fell through. 
Tr.eCnarlton tress had b en 
p’anted at the tima of the rage for bilk- 
making. 
The development of the lieet-root in 
Franco has bee- greatly hindered by the 
cold weather which has prevailed, and the 
root remains small, shore, and forked, 
growing at no great depth in tbs ¡oil. 
Iu 
Germany, uutil quite recently, tnere have 
been abundant rains and a low tempera­ 
ture, 
Lately, however, there was an im­ 
provement in the weather. 
The beet was 
developing fairly well, but it had iost a lit­ 
tle of its richness. From Austria and Hun­ 
gary there were complaints of incessant 
rrins, which, though it promoted 
the 
growth of the beet, w as damaging the qual­ 
ity. Advices from Russia also speak rather 
unfavorably of the prospects, 
in Bohemia 
the quality ie very inferior. 
W ith the view of promoting silk culture 
in India, it is stated that the revenue and 
agricultural departments have made ar­ 
rangements for supplying such of the local 
governments and administrations as are 
prepared to join in the experiment with 
small quantities of silk worm eggs of the 
nnivoltine variety, for the purpose of silk­ 
worm rearing during the next cold weather. 
It has also been suggested to the provin­ 
cial governments that, if the experiment he 
carried out on a lar^e scale, the extensive 
cultivation of the mulberry should he at 
once commenced ia the localities selected 
for the trial. 
Oo a ranch twenty-two miles norihwest 
of Steel.ton, on Bow C retk, Iowa, are 
1,500 head of Mexican-grade sheep that 
have been w m ttrvd on bufiltlo grass from 
the range. 
They sheared four pounds per 
head, making a clip of 0,000 pounds, worth 
22 cents, amounting to $1,321. 
There is 
also a fine lot of lambs, worth $1.500, thus 
making a total income cf $2,830 
The 
total expense of keeping the sheep for the 
past year has not exceeded $800, leaving a 
profit of $2 020. 
Tne increase in the number of cotton- 
spiudles in the Southern States daring the 
year 1S81 82 has been as follows : 
Geor­ 
gia, 100,000 ; Alabama, 34 000 ; Tennessee, 
24,000; 
Mississippi, 32 000; Louisiana, 
21.000 ; N orth Carolina, 48 000 ; South 
Carolina, 90,000; total new spindles, 361,­ 
000. 
Estimating the cost at $27 per epin- 
dle, the investment represents $9 703,200, 
which, with 25 per cent, additional sum to 
operate with, indicates about $12,214,000 
placed in the industry in the South. 
A new and rare century plant, botan­ 
ically known as Agave Victoria- regime, is 
now in blossom in the p*lm house of H ar­ 
vard College. 
It is said to be the first of 
its kind to blossom in cultivation, and no 
specimen of the species, to far as is known, 
has been seen in bloom in ita native home 
among tfce mountains of northern Mexico. 
The it il weacence, which is ¡’escribed as 
looking like an immense yellow bottle- 
brusb, stands upon a stem about eleven 
feet high. 
Canary seed is scarce ; the supply in the 
United States will 
barely last fifteen 
months, and no more C3n be gathered for a 
year. 
Abroad, too, the supply ¡3 scanty. 
England is shipping canary seed to Spain— 
sending coils to Newcastle—and Spain and 
southern France are calling upon Smyrna 
and the Levant. 
Switzerland, too, ia sport, 
and Italy has no surplus. 
Tne owners of 
canary birds should therefore be economical 
in feeding the:r pets. 
There are many farmers who have extra 
good butter cows aud do not know it. 
They have poor pastures in summer and 
no shelter and indifferent feed in winter. 
In the house they have uo convenienc!* for 
making butter ; the milk is set where there 
are no arrann oients for keeping it coo! in 
summer, and in the living room, exposed 
to the odors of the kitchen, in winter ; and 
neither the quantity nor the quality are 
any index of what a cow can do. 
From New Zealand has been shipped to 
Eeg'and a quantity cf preserved rabbits, 
estimated to weigh some fifty t ns. 
The 
rabbits are packed in tins holding two 
pounds each, and thirty six tins make a 
case—that is, seventy-two pounds. 
The 
supply of rabbits apptars to be inexhaust­ 
ible. 
The average quantity delivered per 
day is 5,000 
On one occasion recently 
9.000 were delivered iu a day. 
The village of Brock port, Monroe county, 
N. Y., is probably the largest m arket for 
beans from first hands ia the country’. 
As 
many as 120 000 bushels have been Bold 
there in a single seasoD, all the product of 
neighboring farms. 
The price of beans at 
Brockport is generally from 10 to 20 cents 
per bushel higher than in the city of Rjch 
ester, some seventeen milts distant. 
A threatening field fire which had been 
fought by a large part of the population of 
South Lewiston, Ále., without staying it, 
was subdued by a steam fire engine sent 
down from Lewiston. Three thousand feet 
of hose was used, water being taken from 
a brook. 
By saturating the mossy ground 
the fire was speedily stopped, though a 
large timbering bad been burned over. 
According to Professor Miles, toads live 
almost entirely npon slugs, caterpillars, 
beetles and other insects, making their 
rounds at night when the farmer is asieep 
—and the birds, too—and the insects are 
supposed to be having their own way. 
French farmer* understand these facts so 
well th at they purchase toads at so much a 
dozen and turn them loose. 
The land on most of the islands on the 
coast of Sooth Carolina and Georgia is now 
owned by negroes, and is divided into very 
small farms. 
Sea island cotton is the chief 
crop produced, but considerable attention 
ia given to the raising of early vegetable» 
for Northern market».

earn her o vu living rather than to be de­ 
pendent upon her rich reiatiens.—[H art­ 
ford Times. 
Sponge C a k e —Beat the yolks of eight 
eggs thoroughly, add one pint of sugar lit­ 
tle by little, and the grated rind of one 
lemon ; heat the whites of the eggs to a 
stiff froth, and add them alternately with 
three gil'a of flour, beating very gently' and 
barely long enough to mix well ; when 
part of the ¡lour is in, add the lemon juice. 
Bake tweD’y minutes in smaii loaves. 
To 
make dominoes, hake the sponge cike in 
long pie tins (two such tius will make 
twelve dominoes, aud if no more are re­ 
quired, the rest of the batter may be 
baked in a loaf). 
The batter in the pie- 
tins should not be more than one-third of 
au inch deep; spread it evenly aud hake 
in a qu’ck oven. 
H ive a brown paper 
nearly twice the size of the cake on the 
table, and the moment oue of the cakes 
comes from the oven turn it upside down 
in the center of the paper. 
Spread it with 
a thin layer of curran ; j Jly and lay the 
other cake on it upside down ; cut it with 
a hot. sharp knife lengthwise, directly 
through the center, then divide it acr.1-3 iu 
six tqual parts, pash them with the knife 
about an inch apart, and ice them with 
ordinary white icing, putting a largo desert- 
spoonfu! on every piece ; the heat of the 
cake wqll soften i’, and with a little help 
the edges and sides will hs smoothly cov­ 
ered. 
All of tho icing that runs over on 
the paper may be carefully taken up ana 
used again. It will then dry, which it will 
do very quickly. Make a horn of stiff white 
paper about five inches long, one and a half 
inches across the top, and one-eighth of an 
inch at the other end ; put in it a desert- 
spooniul of dark chocolate icing, c'ose the 
horn at the top, and pressing out the iomg 
from the small opening, draw a line of it 
across the center of every cake, and then 
make spots like those of ivory dominoes ; 
keep the horn supplied wi!h ic:ug. 
Peach S h o rtc a k e —Take t.voheam ng 
teaspoocfuls of baking powder sifted into 
one quart of flour, a scant half a teacup of 
butter, two tahlesposnfuls of sugar, a little 
i salt, enough sweet in'lk (or water) to m ike 
a soft d 'Ugh; roil out almost as thin as 
pie crust, place one layer in a baking-paD, 
and spread with a very little butter, upon 
which sprinkle some fl u r, then add another 
layer or crust a id spread as before, and so 
on until the crust is ali used. 
Tnis ¡cakes 
four layers ia a pan fourteen inches by 
seven. 
Bake about fifteen minutes in a 
quick oven, turn out upside down, take off' 
the top layer (the bottom when baking) 
place on a dish, spread plentifully with soft 
ripe peaches previously sweetened with 
pulverized sugar, pltce layer npen laye-, 
treating each one in the same way, and 
when done yon will have a handsome cake, 
to he served warm with sugar and cream. 
The secret of having light dough is to han­ 
dle as little, and mix as quickly as possible. 
Shortcake is delicious served with Char­ 
lotte russe or whipped cream. 
\\ a l l e d O y s t e r s —Make a wall one and 
a half inches high and thiee quarters wide 
of one quart of nicely-mashed and well- 
seasoned potatoes jnBt inside the raised 
edge of platter, glaze it by covering with 
beaten egg and placing in ths oven for a 
few minutes. 
Place the liquor from cue 
qui.ri; of oysters in a porcelain kettle, let 
hoil, skim well; then add the oysters sea­ 
soned with salt, boil up once, skim oat the 
oysters (this liquor can be used for soup) 
aud add them to a cream dressing made bv 
putting a teacup of rich cream, butter size 
of half an egg, and a little pepper aud 
salt, in a pan placed within a vessel of boil­ 
ing water (or a double boiler). 
W hen hot, 
add two ounces of flour mixed smooth in 
some cream or m:lk, aud let cook tiil thick­ 
ened. and then place oystere and dressing 
within the potato and serve iinme Lately 
Ebonizixg —To im itate black ebenv, 
first wet the w col with a solution iA log 
wood and copperas, boiled together, and 
laid on hot 
For this purpose two ounces 
of logwood chips, with one and one-half 
ounces of copperas, to a quart of water, 
will be required. 
When the work has be­ 
come dry wet the surface again with a 
mixture of vinegar and steel filings. 
This 
m'xtnre may bs made by dissolving two 
ounces of steel filings in one half pint of 
vinegar. 
When the wmrk has become dry 
again sauilpap?r down until quite smooth. 
Ttien oil and fill it with powdered drop- 
black mixed in the filler. 
W ork to be 
ebonizsd should he smooth and free from 
holes, etc. 
The work m iy receive a lizht 
coat of quick drying varnish, and then be 
rubbed with finely pulverized pnmice stone 
and iinseed oil until very smooth. 


C a b b a g e S a l a d — Two quarts of finely- 
ch pped or sliced cabbage, two tablespcon- 
fu s of sal;, two of white sugar, ore of 
black p< pp r and one of ground mustard ; 
rub the yolks of four hard-boiled eggs un­ 
til smooth, and add a cup of butter slightly 
w arm ed; mix thoroughly with the cab­ 
bage, and add a teae-np of good cider 
vinegar. 
Serve with the whites of the 
eggs sliced and placed on the cabbage. 
Fresh, cr'sp, new cabbage sliced fine and 
eaten with good vinegar is easily digested, 
aed often highly relished by those suffering 
from “ weak stomach.” 
Bw il e ii M u t t o n w it h C a p e r S a u c e. — 
Have ready a pot of boiling water, and 
throw in a handfuljof salt ; wash a leg of 
mutton and rub salt through it. 
If it is to 
be rare, cook about two hours ; if well 
done, three hours or longer, according to 
size. 
Boil a pint of milk, thicken with 
flour well blended, add butter, salt and 
pepper and two tahlespoonfnls of capers, 
or mint sauce if preferred.

Among th e em inent electricians 
are Sir W illiam Thompson and Dr. Sie­ 
mens, both Fellows of the Royal Society 
of G reat B ritain ; 
Mr. Edison and l’ro- 
feseor A lexander Graham Beil, of oar own 
country, and a lim ited num ber of others 
representing France and Germ any. 
The 
late electrical exhibition in Paris has re­ 
vealed the marvelous results already a t­ 
tained by science, and its practical applica­ 
tions sre already- established iu the system s 
of cables, electrical railways, telephones, 
and other recent invention.». 
\V. H. Greer, of New York city, a gen­ 
tlem an who is largely inter* sted in these 
new inventions, has been in Boston for a 
few days, and being asked for some infor­ 
m ation on the subject of such absorbing 
inter*st, kindly accided to the request. 
Mr. G reer id a man of cosm opolitan travel, 
spending much of his tim e in Europe, and 
he has lung given close persocál attention 
to the advancing results of electrical so- 
piiances. 
“ W ill you give a few of th e practical 
points regarding w hat ycu term ihe new 
profession, Mr. G reer i” 
“ C ertainly,” he replied. 
“ The general 
public is not, perhap», aware of the enor­ 
mous extent ol the means of electric com­ 
m unication at present. 
There are eight 
cables underlying th e ocean ; cables tra ­ 
verse the Persian G ulf ; the M editerranean 
is cr.-ssed and reorossed by cables. 
There 
are at this m oment thousands of millions 
of dollars invested in cables alone. 
Now, 
the condition of these cables is a m atter 
determ ined only by the electrician. 
In 
localizing the faulty or w eak places in the 
cable a current of electricity is th e means 
employed, the positive current operating in 
a certain way, and the negative in th e op­ 
posite, eo th a t by the proper adjustm ent or 
alteration of those tw o th e faulty place is 
either repaired or so located th a t a ship 
car. be sent to the precise spot to repair it.” 
“ Is the apparatus a com plicated one. 
Mr. G re er? ” 
“ N ut at all. 
A fault a t midocean in a 
cable can be lccateJ by an instrum ent co t 
larger than a m an’s hat. 
I t L not a work 
requiring physical force, b u t rath er keen 
abilities, good m athem atical and scientific 
training, to which is, of course, superadded 
the special education of th e electrician.” 
“ A re there yet, Mr. Gre*r, any regular 
colleg e established to give this tra iu i.g ? ” 
“ There are only four places in the world 
« here it is now taught. 
These are Paris, 
London, Tokio (.Japan) and New York, 
where this Gil a college of electrical en­ 
gineering will l.e opened. 
I t is situated 
near th e m edical colleges.” 
“ W hat is the prospect for the electric 
railway J ” 
“ I t i 3 m ost encouraging. 
They are al­ 
ready iu successful operation in Berlin, in 
Paris, one iu Ireland, and th at of M r. E di­ 
son’s, 
on a sm all scale, in Menlo Park. 
B .rlin ht.s the longest extent now in use, . 
a rd its results are entirely satisfactory. 
There is no doubt th at it will prove the 
m otor f* r tea elevated railw ays of large 
oitie?, and wilt s oa < ntirely supersede the 
clum sy street-car system . 
The traveling 
of th e future will ho by electricity. 
So 
•will th e com m unication of the future, and 
it ia hardly difficult to imagine n tim e 
tih -n steam and hoisa railxvajs aud when 
postal eomm uoicatiou shall be entirely su­ 
perseded by e b c tr cal appliances fcr trav ­ 
eling and for all m anner of correspond­ 
ence.” 
“ I regard this 11 ;w prof* ssion as nue es­ 
pecially suited for educated wom en,” con­ 
tinued Mr. Greer. 
“ Now, I should think 
this m ight lie a m atter of special Ínteres» 
in M (s-achusetts, w here it is s tid ycu have 
0 0 ,0 0 0 more wom -11 than men. 
There ar? 
it is rafe to say, 100,000 too many lawyers 
and doctors ami teachers in cur country. 
Every profession is overcrowded, and the 
result is m ediocrity and a constant struggle 
caait.it th e lim it of conditions. 
A new 
t r ifesaion is au incalculable public benefit. 
E .ectrieal engineering can be learn»d in 
cnc-half of the tim e given to the study of 
law or medicine. 
G r.u t fortunes have al­ 
ready been nmdo

The 
en rmons ext* t. 
m of t:,e telegraph, the 
telephone, th e electric light, and, as will 
be, th e electric riiiw ay to all p a n s of the 
world, creates a great dem and for skilled 
electricians ” 
“ W hat is the foundation required, edu­ 
cationally, to enable one to learn electrical 
cngtnetr.ng ? ” 
“ A good m athem atical and scientific 
education, such as the scientific course of 
our universities confer.” 
“ A nother im portant dem and also for 
electrical pow er,” continued Mr. Greer, 
’ is the distribution of powrcr to m anufact­ 
ories, shops, and all kind of m echanical 
works. 
There is no doubt th a t in tim e 
such vast extension of w orks as those of 
Sheffield, England, will distribute th e en­ 
tire power required from one central elec­ 
trical a-t pliaDce. 
I t may even be given to 
the workm en individually a t their cottages, 
and thus avoid w hat B uskin calls the 
‘ thundering devils’ of machinery, and the 
crow ding of men into these great factories.” 
[Boston Traveler.

The formation of literary tasto is nec­ 
essary to the steady intellectual growth of 
a nation. 
W ithout it the helps to intellect­ 
ual 
advancement which 
public schools 
supply are apt to be misused. 
Y et the 
matter is strangely neglected in this coun­ 
try. 
The young who stop short of college 
or university in their educational course 
may be said to have gained scarcely an in­ 
troduction to literature. 
So deficient are 
our schools in this respect that a Professor 
of English literature at one of the most 
important of our Universities found that 
not a few of the young men who came to 
his elas3 from the public schools hardly 
knew what the word Literature signified, 
and that some of them had never read any 
books but their text-book?. 
And yet even 
this barbarous ignorance is preferable to 
the kind of knowledge of literature which 
often passes current. 
It is better nt>t 
to nave read any books than to have read 
only bad one». 
It is better to have ac­ 
quired no literary taste than a bad one. 
But unfortunately it secm3 that American 
society is far the most part composed of 
two classes—those who have no literary 
taste ; and those who have a bad literary 
taste. 
And this is the result of educa­ 
tional deficiencies. 
Our Bchools profess io 
give a course in English Literature. 
The 
text-book3 however are curiously adapted 
to engender either a Btony indifference or 
an inveterate dislike to the authors cited. 
In many instances the quotations given are 
about as useful for purposes of illustration 
as would be the exhibition cf a brick in 
illustration of the character of a house. 
To thes3 “ selections” are prefixed short 
biographical sketches, carefully omitting 
every interesting circumstance, and re­ 
taining only 
the bald dates and mat­ 
ters of fact. 
Should the teacher not 
be better equipped than the text-book, the 
course of English Literature must be fiat, 
stale and unprofitable. 
It is due to our 
teachers to say that many of them are bet­ 
ter than the tex c-books ; that they do seek 
to incite interest iti their pupils ; that they 
do endeavor to stimulate thera to something 
in the nature of original research; and 
that we have such conscientious and capa­ 
ble teaccers iu the public schools of Sac­ 
ramento. 
But for these there would be no 
progress in this study at all. 
A 3 it is, the 
number of such teachers is discouragiugly 
small, aud the general progress equally 
slight. 


\ e t the formation of literary ta3te must 
be attended to during youth. 
It must be 
admitted that the rising generation ha3 to 
contend not only with inefficient teaching 
at school, hut with very demoralizing asso­ 
ciations at home. 
For the average man 
and woman of mature life possesses no 
literary taste at all. 
They do not know 
what is best in any branch of literature. 
They do not even know what is good. 
Iu 
fact novel reading as a rule is the only 
reading ever done by them, and the novels 
they prefer are such trash as no rightly- 
trained persons would condescend to look 
at. 
It is indeed depressing to enter a 
modern bookstore, and looking round its 
shelves to observe how enormously rubbish 
preponderates there. 
Literary classics are 
a drug. 
They constitute “ dead stock.” 
The really live stock is a class of romances 
scarcely if at all above the dime-novel 
standard. 
These wretched things 
are 
eagerly demanded. 
They are principally 
devoured by young girls and women. 
The 
boys like “ blood-and-thunder ” stories, 
such as are found in certain weekly publi­ 
cations, 
and the aforesaid dime novels. 
Our free libraries furnish from SO to 00 per 
cent, 
of fiction to their customers, and 
probably 75 per cent, of that fiction is of 
the lower order. 
N ow wc do not believe 
in the doctrine held by certain fanatical 
Utfrati, to the effect that all fiction is de­ 
praving. 
On the contrary we condemn 
that doctrine as preposterous. The human 
mind, in its healthiest condition, has an 
appetite for fiction which is natural and 
innocent and wtolesom e, and good fiction 
is as necessary as good food for the body. 
But unhappily the public do not coniine 
themselves tn good fiction ; do not in fact 
care or know anything about the quality of 
their mental nourishment ; 
and through 
defective training generally prefer the bad 
to the good. 


A knowledge and care for literature con­ 
fined to the pe-rusal of inferior fiction n.ust 
be classified as a minimum condition of 
culture. 
It is in fact open to ser ous ques­ 
tion whether such a condition is not dis­ 
tinctly retrogressive. 
Y et 
this is the 
actual state of things, and we cannot per­ 
ceive that it is changing for the better. 
W hen children leave 9chool without hav- 
iug acquired any taste for literature, w ith­ 
out having imbibed any desire to read for 
themselves, without having learned any­ 
thing of the spirit and significance and 
beauty of the masterpieces cf English 
literature, without having absorbed any 
ideas concerning that literature which are 
calculated to fructify later—we are war­ 
ranted in saying that their alleged educa­ 
tion has been a failure in this respect at 
least. 
Y et when young men can actually 
go through the public schools without even 
reading a book—for text-books are hardly 
entitled to be called books—it is evident 
that this barrenness is a real evil. 
And 
when we consider how greatly the future 
of the nation depends upon its literary 
taste, it seems most deplorable that so im­ 
portant a branch of study should be so 
slurred over. 
Nor must it be ignored that 
the same deficiency of literary taste is ob- 
eervable in the life which succeeds to 
school-life. 
The press is responsible for the 
encouragement and maintenance of a very 
low state of public taste in literary m at­ 
ters. 
It is difficult, for instance, to esti­ 
mate 
the 
demorakzmg 
effect 
of 
the 
extreme 
license which 
prevails in re­ 
gard to the publication of bad versts. 
The quantity of atrocious versification— 
we 
will 
not 
call 
it 
poetry—which 
is 
presented 
annually 
in 
news; apera 
is really almost appalling. 
It ia fiuug 
forth without 
any discrimination, 
and 
what Í3 still wors >, it is often even praised 
by the publisher. 
N othing but harm 
comes of this unintelligent tolera'ioo. 
Is 
lowers the standard of public taste hope­ 
lessly. 
It prevents that careful 
study 
which can alone 
bring excellence. 
It 
exalts werth’cesues?, 
a n l by the sa n» 
action belittles real literary merit. 


In the same line is far U > muck cf the 
journalistic criticism or literature. 
It is 
true that the leading papers 111 most c 


nineteenth century from the first. 
Take 
away these two and the average man of 
the year I is not much behind the average 
mau of the year 1SS2. 
It ia Literature 
which forms the connecting chain between 
ourselves and our ancestors ; which places 
at our disposal the best thoughts of the 
human race throughout its recorded exist­ 
ence ; which enables us to appropriate aud 
make our own the laborious meditations of 
the wisest of our species ; which in tact 
alone makes us " the heir of all the ages 
“ iu th e foremost files of tim e.” 
And if 
our educational machinery fails to impart 
a 
literary 
taste, 
if 
our 
children 
grow 
up 
and enter life without this 
taste, how can we expect that the sacred 
fire will be handed on to the next gen­ 
eration, aud that the nation will be enabled 
to hold its own intellectually in the future 7 
W e regard this as a serious matter. 
The 
formation of literary taste is essential to 
the acquisition of anything like a really 
full and complete education. 
There can 
be no intellectual life worthy the name 
without this ta ste ; and no life which is 
destitute of intellectual 
fermentation is 
anything better than an animal and bar­ 
barian life. 
It may be tilled with material 
success. 
It may issue in riches and the 
opportunity for ostentation and luxury. 
But if it is a life in which the knowledge 
and love of literature have no place, it will 
be a failure, and will mark rather retro­ 
gression than progress. 
This may seem a 
hard saying to some, but it is a true one ; 
and until its truth is recognized and acted 
upon, very much of what is called the ma­ 
terial prosperity of the age will continue to 
be a mere meretricious, 
vulgar passion 
for display, such a3 its exhibitors possess 
ia common w ith the lowest types of man 
kind, and which indicates no advance in 
the powers of mind whose cultivation and 
expansion form the sole criteria of de­ 
sirable and genuine progress in civilization. 


TOO 
M UCH 
INDEPENDENCE, 


Every observing person must have re­ 
marked that there is growing up in all our 
cities a class of boya and girl? addicted to 
vicious and dissolute careers. 
They are 
nowadays called “ hoodlums,” and they 
are on the increase. 
It Í3 a mistake to 
suppose that as a rule they are the children 
of intemperate or lawless parents. 
Ia some 
cases this is no doubt true, but in a large 
number of instances no such explanation 
can be given of their depravity. 
In the 
second class of cases the hoodlums are very 
frequently the children 
of respectable, 
law-abiding, temperate people. 
But the 
parents have given the children their own 
way from infancy. 
They have entertained 
an absurd dread of injuring their “ sp irit” 
by checking them. 
They have proceeded 
on the theory that independence must be 
fostered in the children. 
And the result is 
that they have ruined their own sons and 
daughters. 
It is a serious charge to bring, 
but it is the truth, however unpleasant. 
For to let children have their own way ia 
everything is to deprive them of the most 
valuable part of the parental relation, and 
ia throw them upon their own moral re­ 
sources, which are primarily no greater 
than those of young savages. 
The most 
necessary and important lesson for every 
child is the lesson of obedience. 
W ithout 
learning to obey no child can learn to rule. 
Self-abnegation naturally accompanies this, 
aud it is unknown almost in these day». 
The want of manners which most children 
exhibit is a natural result of this neglect 
of 
parental 
duty. 
They 
are 
allowed 
to become selfish, greedy, rude, insolent. 
There are thousands of young men and 
women growing up who never thought of 
pleasing anyone but themselves, and never 
will. They are prepared for “ hoodlumism” 
as much a3 though they had been expressly 
trained to that end. 
They can never come 
to good. 
If they marry they will quarrel 
and separate. 
If they have children they 
will raLc them as they themselves were 
raised. 
Creatures so perverted cannot 
contribute anything to the progress of 
their race, but on the contrary they are 
tumbliog-blocks in the path of civilization. 
If parents would discard the ntandliu sen­ 
timent which prevents them from correct­ 
ing and disciplining their children ; if they 
would teach them to be less selfish, to bo 
more reverent to their elders, to be less 
brutal in their manners and less absorbed 
ia themselves, they would cot so fre­ 
quently have to bow their heads in shame 
and sorrow because of the misdeeds of 
their i fUpring. 
Home-training in short 
is the only cure for “ hoodlumism,” and 
this is within the reach of every father and 
mother. 
Those who will not take the 
trouble to apply it, or who have not the 
sense to sea the direful consequences of 
its neglect, must not complain if the na­ 
tural consequences ensue ; if, that is to 
say, their boys and girls go to destruction 
ia the company of like minded reprobates.

POLITICIAN-MADE LAW. 


W hat is called judge-made law has often 
been found fault with, though it is a kind 
of law free from many of the defects which 
most interfere with the effectiveness of or­ 
dinary legislation. 
But of all the bad law 
which hampers and injures democratic soci­ 
eties decidedly the worst is that which can 
only be termed politician-made law. 
The 
genesis of this species of legislation is fatal 
to its soundness. 
Politicians have for their 
object the acquisition cf place and power 
for them selves, their friends, and their 
party. 
The first consideration with them 
is the choice of issues which will attract 
voters. 
A necessary condition of such 
selection is the choosing of issues which 
will present their advocates in the light of 
benefactors. 
The masses m ost be tickled 
and 
Battered. 
Their vanity must 
be 
pandered 
to, 
aud 
their 
selfishness. 
They m ast be told that not only all power 
but all wisdom rests with them. 
They 
must be persuaded that whatever they do 
is right, and that nothing ia too difficult 
for them to accomplish. 
As there are 
always at least two sets of rival politicians, 
they are constantly Endeavoring to out­ 
bid one another. 
The result is that they 
tend to become more and more extreme 
and extravagant 
in their propositions. 
They do not hesitate to undertake the ad- 
juatment of problems of which they are 
ignorant, nor are they averse to the em­ 
ployment of arguments which are at bot­ 
tom nothing more than sophistical excuses 
for the blind exercise of arbitrary power 
without any regard to justice or reason. 
The less principle there is in the contests 
of parties the more reckless do the politi- 
ctana become, aud in all their movements 
the goal held out to the votera is the enact­ 
ment cf laws which it is freely asserted 
must be effective, for no other reason than 
because the deluded masses imagine them 
to be needed. 
The fact that legislation which has its 
origin in these blind raids has never proved 
effective is the last truth remembered or 
realized by tho credulous dupes of dema- 
gogism. 
Flattered and puffed up by the 
sycophantic worthip of the charlatans who 
figure as reformers, the simple voters are 
always ready to throw up their hats at the 
close of 
a campaign, and rejoice when 
gravely assured that they have won a 
splendid victory. 
In such cases the politi­ 
cians who have outlied and out-humbugged 
their rivals are sometimes driven to make 
a pretense of fulfilling their pledges. 
They 
do this reluctantly, for they at least know 
how insincere their professions have been. 
But armed with legislative authority they 
proceed to enact the promised measures, 
and in so doing they emulate the fatuity 
ol their constituents in ignoring all obsta­ 
cles to the application of the doctrines 
they wish to enforce. 
It is at such times 
useless to point out that their proposed 
laws conflict with the plainest provisions 
of the Constitution, 
State or national. 
Tney ignore all euch objections, as Cali- 
forma Legislatures have done a score of 
times in enacting the most preposterous 
and worthless anti-Chinese statutes. 
It is 
nothing to them that they are wasting 
tim e and involving their constituents in 
needless expense. 
They coolly pass over 
unnoticed all constitutional objections, and 
leave it to tho Courts to tear down the 
flimsy structures they have erected. 
Tnis kind of legislation has keen very 
abundant in California, and the records of 
the Courts are full of instances of its in­ 
validation. 
And the politicians who make 
unconstitutional laws have not been con­ 
tent with this exhibition of folly. 
They 
have gone further, aud undertaken to en­ 
graft on tho State Constitution provisions 
which set the organic law of the Union at 
defiance. 
The press which supports this 
species of mob legislation rages fiercely 
against the Courts which in the perform­ 
ance of their duty declare the sham statutes 
invalid. 
But the fiat of the Courts is 
final, 
¡isnding 
revision of 
the 
United 
States Constitution, and this futile vitn. 
peration only serves to emphasize the dis­ 
honesty and imbecility of the journals 
which resort to it, in the opinion of all in­ 
telligent men. 
It is no wonder that as 
American politics are now conducted the 
best elements of the community should 
shrink from any connection with public 
afliirs, and that the business of legislation 
should be left more aud more to incompe­ 
tent and untrustworthy bauds. 
The truth 
is that under the ever increasing unscrupu- 
Iousness of politicians there is danger that 
the bulwarks of constitutional government 
will ultim ately bo swept away. 
Already 
instances have occurred in which deliber­ 
ate efforts have been made, not only to 
pack Legislatures, but Courts, and when 
candidates for the highest judicial func­ 
tions of a State have been catechised as to 
their standing upon questions which every­ 
body knew would come before tliein for 
adj udicatioD. 


W e have only to imagine a wave of 
demagogiam extensive enojgh to 
sweep 
the entire country at any oae time, and wo 
have the means whereby the appellate 
Courts even might be revolutionized, and 
mob-tyranny, nnder the thin disguise of 
law, be established throughout the nation. 
Fortunately thus far the recklessness and 
dishonesty of politicians have been em­ 
ployed inharmoniousH, and as a result the 
most determined attem pts at the enact­ 
ment of unconstitutional laws have failed. 
So long as there remain any independent 
and self-respecting Courts in the country 
this must always be the case. 
The doma- 
gogues will strike upon the fatal rock of 
the Constitution, and their schemes will go 
to pieces there. 
And in every such case 
the whole viciou3 and misguided agita- 
tation which culminated in the unconstitu­ 
tional law is of course worse than wasted 
time. 
For instead of being educated to a 
better understanding of the lim its of their 
power, and of the principles upon which 
their government rests, the people have 
been demoralized by sophistries which lead 
them to believe that they are at once 
omnipotent and omniscient, aa4 that they 
have a perfect right to do whatever any 
caprice may induce them to desire. 


The politicians in fac; teach the people 
to misconstrue their own responsibilities 
and duties ; to misinterpret their relative 
obligations ; and to lean continually toward 
oppressive measures. 
It is 
often said, 
parrot-fashion, that a democracy must de­ 
pend for its survival upon tho general com­ 
prehension by it3 members of the principles 
of their government. 
Bat if experience is 
a true criterion it wiil have to be admitted 
that inch a comprehension of the principles 
aud limits of republican government Í3 be­ 
coming rarer instead of more common, as 
time passes. 
The increasing dishonesty of 
the politician class is mainly responsible 
for this. 
Patriotism in this class appears 
to be dead. 
They are seif seekerr, and un­ 
scrupulous and disingenuous self seekers. 
To be a politician, and to be a hypocrite, 
and falsifier, are becoming synonymous and 
interchangeable terms, and it seems to be 
thought thatthe more demagogism obtains, 
the more necessary it is to have resort to 
it. 
A t present the time of the Courts is 
largely occupied in undoing the unconstitu­ 


tional work which demagogues have passed 
off upon the people as the ripe fruits of 
wisdom and public spirit, and often, after 
years of frothy agitation, what seemed the 
very triumph and culmination of a power­ 
ful movement is pricked quietly by some 
Court, and collapses like a spent bladder. 
And this is the measure of the value of the 
work which the politicians foist upon their 
dupes, the gullible voters. 


TH E PROBLEM OF M U S IC iP sL POLITICS. 


A correspondent v> hose letter we publish 
this morning asks us to continue our ex­ 
amination 
of 
the political situation in 
San Francisco, in the hope that it may be 
possible to strike out soma remedial sug­ 
gestions. 
The problem to be dealt with 
is one which has hitherto ba filed solution, 
though many acute minds have striven to 
find a cure for the evils complained of. 
San Francisco is Buffeting from the chronic 
curse of great American cities, m m ely, 
“ BuBsisro.” 
The genesis of this disease is 
to be sought in the abuse of party organi­ 
zation. 
W hen a party, 
founded upon 
principles which appeal to men’s convic­ 
tions, has become established, there is at 
once developed a tendency toward what is 
called “ machine ” rule. 
By degrees the 
initial principles cease to be the main ob­ 
ject ot the party leaders. 
A new set ©f 
politicians, who are only self-seeker»,' in­ 
sinuate themselves into place and power. 
Meanwhile the voters continue to support 
the party, ignorant of the changes which 
are going on within it, and bo they un­ 
wittingly consolidate the power of men 
who wiil use it against the interests of th; 
community. 
Of late 
years, moreover, 
there has coma into existence a class of 
politicians who stand prepared to work 
with any p*rty ; who do not trouble them ­ 
selves about principles at all, but are the 
representatives and employers of all the 
venal elements. 
These men attach them- 
selve ind furently to either party. 
Some­ 
times each organization is controlled by a 
separate gang of them. 
Sometime» the 
same garg controls both organizitions. 
Sometimes they quarrel among themselves. 
Sometimes they work iu harmony together. 
But no matter what the conditions under 
which they maneuver, they are invariably 
in opposition to the public interests. 
W hen once a city has fallen into the 
hands of such politicians, rescue is very 
difficult. 
San Francisco has several times 
tried desperately to deliver herself from 
her plunderers, but has never succeeded 
for any length of time. 
Occasionally a 
1’eoplfc’s Party movement succeeded 
in 
defeating the harpies, but they have now 
learned all that is to be acquired con­ 
cerning reform parties, and it is question­ 
able whether a.iy further attempts of this 
kind v ould not result, in playing into their 
hands 
They control the saloon element, 
the v nal vote, which is a large one, 
aud even some of the papers. 
One of the 
chief dtliicultiej in any contest against 
them consists iu this prevalent corruption 
and hypocrisy 11.rough ail politics. 
The 
intelligent citiz.u who desires reform looks 
ia vain for auy party which is free from 
demagogism, which ;s not ready to make 
bargains with corruptionists, which will 
not sell out, the public interest?. 
The 
same citiz.u has learned to distrust the 
utterances of the press, to fear sinister 
designs in the mast specious proposition», 
to apprehend that whichever ticket he 
votes he will find in the end that he has 
helped to put bad men in offire. 
There 
are, 
iudeed, 
some 
obvious 
means 
of 
diminishing municipal corruption, but the 
opportunity to apply them has hith-.rto 
been wanting. 
Since the prima incentive 
to corruption in politics is the desire 
to get 
at 
the 
public 
treasury, 
it 
ia 
clear 
that 
a 
radical 
cure 
could be attained only by rendering the 
robbery of the treasury so difficult as to be 
practically 
impossible. 
The democratic 
system, however, is opposed to the method 
of centralizition by which atone such a 
remedy could be applied. 
This system 
helps the spoilers by distributing responsi­ 
bility until it bec.mics impossible to hold 
any one to accountability. 
A Board of 
Supervisors or Aldermen in a great city 
b< comes the natural ol j c iv e point for cor 
ruptiou to work upon. 
Ic is easy to organ­ 
ize “ rings” in all such bodies. 
It is easy 
for these rings to arrange j ibs. 
15 is easy 
for them to divide tli3 piuodtr subse­ 
quently. 
And it is not at all ea.-v—In fact 
it is all but impossible—-to bring such pub­ 
lic plunderers to justice. 
S in Francis co has hod several Boards of 
Supervisors whosa corruption was in no 
way a matter of conjecture. 
Sometimes 
these Boards have passed the most llagi- 
tious measures over the veto of the Mayor. 
In the same way Boards of School Direct­ 
ors have 
been given over to p'nnder 
and immorality. 
I a fact it may be said 
that the system of Boards and Commis­ 
sions, when on anything like 
a 
large 
scale numerically, furnishes the most con­ 
venient and safe method of robbing the 
treasury 
that 
ha3 
yet 
been 
devised. 
Centralization of power of course involves 
centralization of responsibility. 
If half or 
two-thirds of the Boards among which the 
functions of municipal government are dis­ 
tributed, could be abolished, seme reform 
would be possible. 
Y et even then, unless 
the several heads of departments were 
made 9tricily accountable, they might, as 
at present, employ their departments in the 
interest of the “ machine,” and against 
’ 
O 
. 
public interests. 
No doubt one of the 
most discouraging features of the situation 
is the difficulty of instructing the public as 
to the facts. 
Iu Sau Francisco to day the 
Republican voters are perplexed and be­ 
wildered by the fierce struggle between 
two factions, each of which pretends to be 
actuated by the purest motive?. 
Tho truth 
is that both the factions are thoroughly 
selfish, and that the Democrats are quite 
as much under “ m achine” iniluenco as 
their opponents. 
But the average voter 
has no means of ascertaining the truth, and 
even if he could discover where it lay, he 
would only realiz; that there is virtually no 
choice left him. 
W hatever ticket he votes 
he must assist soma set of spr ilimen. 
S»n Francisco is about to frame a new 
charter. 
It remains to ba seen what im­ 
provements it will present over the present 
one, but we riek nothing in predicting that 
if the present system of government is pre­ 
served, the present abuses w ill survive the 
attempt at reform. 
If anything has been 
well and thoroughly demonstrated, it is 
that the prevailing scheme of municipal 
government in this country is a hopeless 
failure. 
It w ill not do to say that it ia 
only a question of 
men. 
Any system 
which depends for success entirely upon 
men stands self-condemned. 
It is the 
governmental machinery that is fatally de­ 
fective. Provide opportunities for stealing, 
andstealing will be done, even with the most 
sedulous precautions as to the administra­ 
tion of the Government. 
Provide checks 
and balances which make stealing impossi­ 
ble or very hazardous, and even ordinary 
care in nominations wiil insure clean ad­ 
ministration. 
This is the teaching of all 
experience in municipal government, but 
hitherto it has been found impossible to 
profit by it. 
One reason of this is that 


the corruption of municipal politics is not 
unique. 
The truth 
is that the same 
evil agencies are at work in State and N a­ 
tional politics, and that the venal elements 
of the country cling together, and work to­ 
gether, and so defeat every serious effort at 
reform. 
W hether any change for the bet­ 
ter is possible we are not prepared to say, 
but we are disposed to the opinion that no 
permanent improvement can take place 
until tho American people recognize the 
necessity of demanding reform all along 
the line.

i H i 
G ERM sN 
E L ECTIONS 


The elections for the Prussian Landtag 
occur about the middle of this month. 
It 
is believed by many well informed observ­ 
ers that they will result iu decided Liberal 
gains, and corresponding losses to the Gov­ 
ernment party. 
Among the burning issues 
which are now consolidating the Liberal 
elements, the Church question, that of the 
Culturkam pf mainly, ia the most exciting. 
Since the Government surrendered in so 
craven a manner to Rome, since Bismarck, 
notwithstanding all his previous boasts, 
went to Can ossa and did hnmiliating pen­ 
ance there—the Church party has grown 
more insolent and audacious than ever. 
Rome appears to have set herself to make 
the Government eat dirt, for she has evi­ 
dently instructed the Catholic ciergy to 
defy the State laws, to insist upon the 
supremacy of the Church, and to bear 
them selves on all occasions as haughtily as 
possible. 
The Government scrms to have 
“ lost it3.grip ” on this question entirely. 
Bismarck has suireadered everything, and 
received nothing in return. 
The clericals 
have done notiiing for the Government, and 
tho probabilities are that they will not 
do anything. 
Meanwhile the Liberals are 
deeply incensed st this base surrender ou 
the part of the Government. 
They rep­ 
resent the Protestant feeling of Germany, 
which ia unquestionably the national em - 
tim nt. 
They w ill rot permit IVsmarck 
to barter off the religious liberty of their 
country for political support to his arbi­ 
trary sad unpopular measures. 
They in­ 
sist up ,n three points, viz : The control of 
the public schools by the Government ; the 
maintenance of the laws of civil marriage, 
which the iiisoUnt clericals have already 
undertaken to trample under fo o t; and 
ihs unmistakab’e aesumption of sovereignty 
by the State, in a way which will put 
definitive 
bounds 
to 
the 
jurisdiction 
of tho Church of Rome. 
On these points 
the Prussian Liberals have the country 
with them. 
They are also united upon 
revenue reform, and in opposition to the 
dangerous and reckless imposts proposed 
by Bismarck under the pretense of extend­ 
ing German commerce and manufactures. 
There ia also a strong demand for the ex­ 
tension of local self-government, and upon 
thc3e issues the Liberals arc about to go 
to the countiy w ith a coniilencs which 
appears to be well-founded. 
It is manifest 
that the very best thing that could happen 
at present would be such a defeat of the 
Government as would convince Bismarck 
of the utter futility of his surrender to 
the Vatican. 
In such an event he wor.ld 
have no motive for submitting longer to 
the 
insolence 
cf 
the 
Prince 
Bishop 
of Breslau aud the other arrog .ut clericals 
who aro now swagtp-iing ro loudly, and 
they would bj compelled to it. ierate th* ir 
pretension?, and submit them selves to the 
State. 
Such au example also is calculated 
to do much goo 1 
throughout Europe, 
where it is never well that tho policy cf 
Rome should be permitted to secure any 
considerable successes, espc-cta'ly ia coun­ 
tries like Germany. 
It is significant of the 
ways of Rome that whereas she is behav­ 
ing with so much arrogance and i csolence 
in Germany, where the Government has 
yielded to her iu so craven a manner, in 
France, where she has received nothing 
but kicks aud blows for several yea? 3 ; ast, 
and where she is treated by the Legislature 
like a euspected tramp, she is all subser­ 
vience and smoothness aud conciliation.

W ANTING 
PATERNAL GOVERN B E S T , 


Judging from the telegraphic reports of 
the Farmers’ Congress held at St. Louis, 
the President of the Society in his address 
advocated a policy involving a curious 
tendency toward paternal government. He 
said the farmers should “ have a repre­ 
s e n ta tiv e in the Prcsidsat’s Cabinet, and 
“ that they should have some one at W ash­ 
in g t o n whose special training and knowl­ 
e d g e would enable him to point out the 
“ evil effect of State and Federal legislation 
“ on agriculture, as well as the results tf 
“ all commercial treaties." 
It might have 
been supposed that the Rspresentatives and 
Senators were specially deputed to lock 
after just sach matters as these, and that 
agriculture would be unlikely to obtain any 
more protection than it now has from them. 
But the tendency in these times ia towards 
paternal government, an l most men and 
most interests are disposed to demand that 
things should be done for them officially 
which in the past 
nobody would have 
thought of delegating to others, 


W e find in the Stockton M ail an article 
eulogizing Judge Hunt, who has received 
the Republican nomination for the Su­ 
preme Bench. 
Among other things the 
M ail m akts the following statem ent : “ It 
“ was by his decision that the Sacramento 
“ and Placerville Railroad was taken from 
“ the clutches of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
r o a d Company which had held it in id!c- 
** ness for over fifteen months, and pu» it 
" into immediate operation, at a time when 
“ the greatest necessity 
existed for its 
“ services.” 
It would be scarcely possible 
for any one to make a more remarkable 
and flagrant misrepresentation of 
facts 
than is involved in this statem ent of the 
Stockton M ail. 
The truth is so far from 
what it alleges that no one acquainted 
with the history of the case referred to 
would recognizs it iu the sentence we have 
quoted. 
The action of Judge Hunt in re­ 
gard to the Sacramento aud Placerville 
Railroad was such as should have disquali­ 
fied him for the nomination, and most cer­ 
tainly such as will prevent him from re­ 
ceiving a vote in any of the counties which 
were so seriously injured by his rulings. 
The truth is that he wantonly, and w ith­ 
out the slightest color of reason or neces­ 
sity, put the S a o amento and Placerville 
Railroad in the hands of a Receiver, and 
thereby deprived the people of Sacra­ 
mento, El Dorado aud Amador counties of 
its services for nearly two years. 
He took 
the road oat of the hands of the corpora­ 
tion which was operating it, and which 
stood ready all the 
tim e to contiuue 
operating it. 
Ho placed it in the hands of 
a Receiver who was not an impartial offi­ 
cer, but who represented the adverse party 
in the suit. 
He continned this Receiver in 
charge of the road for nearly two years, 
notwithstanding 
the 
protests 
and re- 
m onstrancs 
of 
the 
p o o ls 
of 
three 
counties. 
H e did this without a color 
of 
justification, 
in 
open 
defiance 
of 
public opinion, 
to 
the 
notorious 
aud 
constantly increasing injury of thousands 
of producers, and to the deterioration of the 
property which it was his plain duty to 
preserve from damage. 
A more flagrant 
outrage, in fact, was never perpetrated 
upon a community by a Judge. 
Thíra 
was literally no excuse for it. 
A valuable 
property was by his action made utterly 
valueless for nearly tw o years. 
It was 
prevented from earning a dollar during the 
whole of that period. 
It was abandoned 
to rust and inutility. 
Tne Court was ob­ 
liged finally to authorize a large expenditure 
merely to cut down the weeds and grass 
which had grown up- all aloDg the track, 
and which threatened 
it with destruc­ 
tion in the dry season, when fires abound 
in the woods. 
Never was there a more per­ 
verse, inequitable and mischievous course 
than that pursued by Judge Hunt in the 
case of the Sacramento aud Placerville 
Railroad. 
Ha inflicted moat serious injury 
upon the pnblie who depended upon the 
railroad for reaching a market with their 
produce. He caused the total loss of every 
dollar the road could have earned for 
nearly two years. 
Aud he did all this for 
no conceivable motive, unless we are to 
conclude that he really desired to do as much 
haim a3 possible to all concerned. 
The 
poople who scff.red from his unjust and 
mo3t arbitrary and irrational decisions as­ 
suredly will not agree with the S.ocktou 
M ail that he deserves promotion, and lie 
will be scratched in tris region by every 
voter who understand? the history of the 
receivership of the Sacramento and Placer- 
ville Railroad.

The decision of tea Supreme Court cf 
Illinois in the c»3e of The State t*. The

crimination in having charged 25 cents a 
hundred for goods carried from Gilman to 
New York, while only charging 15 cents 
a hundred fo- carrying similar goods from 
Peoria to New York, the distance from 
Peoria being the greater of the two. 
The 
gist of the decision is the assumption of the 
authority of the State to regulate railroad 
charg- soutsideo: its territorial jurisdiction 
The Court declares that this authority exi its, 
but certainly does not sustain tho position 
by argument 
Suppose that the Wabash 
and St. Louis road had bcea licensed by 
the State of New York to charge 25 cents 
a hundred for goods within its lim its. 
And 
suppose that the corporation proceeded to 
make the charg; under the license. 
Aud 
suppose that the State of Illinois under­ 
took to regulate the rates down to 15 cents, 
as far as New York. 
W ould tho State 
of Illinois have precedence of the State of 
N ew Y'ork iu regulating railroad charges 
within the territorial jurisdiction cf New 
York ? 
According to the Supreme Court 
of Illinois it would, but with all due 
respect to the Supreme Court of Illinois 
such an assumption is rank nonsense. 
Of 
course this remarkable decision will be ap­ 
pealed to the Federal appellate court, and 
we shall be very much surprised if the lat­ 
ter does not reverse it.

After the lapse of several months, dar­ 
ing which no clue to the Phoenix Park mur­ 
ders has been obtained, the statem ent is 
made that the knives with which the vic­ 
tims were stabbed have been found.

It is evident that the police 
are as far as ever from having auy knowl­ 
edge cf the identity or whereabouts of the 
a?sas?ÍEs. 
It ia not among the least horri­ 
ble of the surroundings of this crime that 
though many persons must be in possession 
of the truth, yet none can be found to di­ 
vulge it. 
How any Irishman can imagine 
that he ia bound from any feeling of patri­ 
otism to screen the perpetrators of a crime 
which throws deep discredit upon his coun­ 
try, is indeed one of the most inexplicable 
mysteries of the case. 
The probability 
now is, however, that the murderers will 
escape. 
The police think that they are 
all in Ireland yet, and that they intend to 
remain there. Certainly their im m unity up 
to the present tim e must be an encourage­ 
ment to them to stay iu a country which 
thus faithfully protect? its moat execrable 
ruffians from justice.

in his way. 
This is a thoroughly barbarous 
line of action, yet it is precis dy that which 
England has adopted tn her intercourse 
w ith e.avagss.

She treats them as though a state of 
belligerency existed. 
She makes armed 
reprisals. 
She inflicts indiscriminate ven­ 
geance up:n men, women and children.

The erroneous belief obtains in the minds 
of some residents of this city th at tke school 
known as “ Ungraded School No. 4,” situ­ 
ated at Tweuty fourth and N streets, is a 
Kindergarten. 
This has been caused to a 
great extent by a want of information as to 
the methods used in teaching in this school, 
and incorrect impressions made by reason of 
a recent publication in other columns than 
these. 
The echool Í3 the outgrowth of the 
agitation some three years 6inca concerning 
the Quincy system. 
T hat is a system 
in 
which 
object 
teaching 
is 
the 
most prom inent feature, objects being tsstd 
almoBt exclusively in the eari’er years of a 
child’s training. 
W hen, one year ago, the 
Board of Education established the Twenty- 
fourth Btreet echool, it was ordered th at it 
should be “ a semi-kindergarten and an ob­ 
jective school.” 
In accordat.es with this 
order some of the features and methods of the 
kindergarten have been introduced into the 
lowest, or the eighth grade. 
It is believed by 
the Board and those iutrusted with this 
school, that the mode of instruction used in 
the kindergarten system is conducive to the 
ends to be attained ia the process of primary 
instruction, v iz: to arouse the attention, and 
to 
cultivate 
habits of 
accurate obser­ 
vation. 
XVfiile 
there 
is 
no “ class in 
kindergarten,” 
there ia a veritable school 
consisting of tho four prim ary grades, which 
are required to hr taught the same branches 
as those taught iu scho Is of corresponding 
grades elsewhere in the city. 
If the method 
of instruction differs from th at of other 
school*, the aims are the same, and it ¡3 be­ 
lieved th at the results obtained from tie 
wot k will bear out the assertion th at the ad­ 
vance in those classes has be n more rat id 
under the obj-ctive method than under that 
oí schools of the ' 11 system.

be added th at after one year's experiment the 
teachers of the school and the Board of E du­ 
cation of the city are entirely satisfied with 
the progress made. 
In many respects it has 
exceeded expectation, ami ou the results at­ 
tained the Board has based its faith in the 
school and the system in ordsring it to be 
continued. 
In addition to tha charts, appa­ 
ratus, e tc , already in use in the school, 
others are to be introduced,

C ontrasting colors of plain m aterials are frequently 
combined in the m aking of girls’ dresses, and plush and velvet, in both

The tw o m ost im portant f atare" of Jo h n 
Cleves Sym m es’ theory are th a t all orbicu­ 
lar bodies in th s universe p irta k in g of a 
planetary nature are composed in a greater 
or less degree o r| spheres o n entric, one 
w ithin the other, and to some x ien t open 
a t th eir poles; and th a t grav ty s due to 
th e pressure of an impalpable elem en; com ­ 
posed of m inute concentric s p ir e s , e x t ­ 
en t 
throughout 
all 
space, elastic, and 
changing its moféenles by any .bange of 
m atter w hatever throughout s ace.= To 
this substance C aptain Symme3 attributes 
gravity, m aking it a pushing instead of a 
pulling force, a3 it is now generally held to 
be. 
R ut this la tte r theory of gravitation 
he holds not to be essential to hi3 theory of 
concentric circles, w hich circles would be 
formed upon th e old theory of gravitation. 
C aptain Symmes published notes or ex­ 
planations of his theory, which he called 
mem oirs. 
Memoir No. I I says : 
“ W ith 
dividers describe a circle on a plane of 
m atter of loose texture, and in th e centre 
add a very sm all circle ; then draw a line 
through the cen tir. 
I t is eviderit (as m at­ 
te r gravitates m atter 
in proportion to 
qu an tity and distance) th a t either half of 
th e inner circle, being alm ost equally su r­ 
rounded by m atter, m ust be very 'little 
gravitated centerw ise ; so being suspended, 
only a rotary- m otion is needed to throw it 
com pactly tow ard th e outer circle. 
Tnis 
being 
adm itted, 
it 
follows 
th a t half­ 
way from th e outer to the inner side 
of th is circle of m atter so throw n out, a 
like rarity, suspension, or balance of grav­ 
ity should prevail, and hence a disposition 
to concentric circles ; therefore it follows 
th a t successive sim ilar subdivisions should 
exist, gradually lessening in force or quan­ 
tity . 
By applying this principle to the 
earth I found the necessity of hollow, con­ 
centric spheres. 
A decision of school men 
on the^e lines shall be followed by addi­ 
tional positions, further explaining m y new 
principles of hollow spheres, open at the 
poles, declared in a circular letter of the 
10th of April, ISIS —J o h n C. Symmes, of 
Ohio, late Captain of In fan try .” 
Th¡3 is the basis of Symmes’ theory. 
This theory he m aintained w ith great earn­ 
estness, courage and disinterestedness dur­ 
ing a large part of h s life, ai d were he 
living now he would in all likelihood be 
doughtily contending for it still, accommo­ 
dating his theory to the X ires expedition 
— which w ent where he declared irrefuta­ 
ble optical proof cculd be had of the polar 
openings—and all other discoveries w hat- 
eoever. 
Among other argum ents th at he brought 
to his support were the m igrations of ani­ 
mals to and from the arctic regions, atm os­ 
pheric refraction, and the variation of the 
compass observed in high northern lati­ 
tudes. 
Ho supposed th a t there m ust exist* 
“ m id-plane spaces” in c-ch of the spheres, 
and believed th e interior of the inclosed 
spheres to be lighted by the direct and re 
fracted rays of the sun. 
Each of there 
spheres he snppo.cd to be widely open at 
th e poles. 
T e 
. n s of these p..far open­ 
ings were said to be inclined to th e plane 
of the ecliptic at an angle of about tw elve 
degrees, so th a t the rea! axis of the earth, 
being perpendicular to the plane of the 
equator, would form angle of tw elve de­ 
grees w ith a l-ue p a ss in g through the sphere 
a t right angles w ith tne polar openings, 
and consequently tne ve.ge (nr edge) of the 
polar openings n.uc: approach several de­ 
grees nearer to ti e {arm 's tq cato r on one 
side than cn the other. 
Symmes believed th a t there were be- 
nea’.h our feet miles and miles of wondrous 
unclaim ed dom ain; reindeer roamed its 
colder borders, lisn swam in its 6tas, ani­ 
m als and trees and flowers of carious and 
unknow n shape n.v!e its life a primal glad­ 
ness ; eplemiid visions of untold wonders, 
m isty dream s 
of 
sp’cadors unnam able 
flja '-ti through his nightly and 
daily 
thoDghte, and greater than all burned 
w ithin him the ceaseless desire to become 
th e discoverer of this unknow n land. 
And 
th e only thing needful was for the Govern­ 
m ent to travcree the “ icy circle,” pierce 
th e polar opening, and sail in and take 
possession—perchance to tind man, to m eet 
a m ighty race of people, to come face to 
face w ith some stupendous revelation of 
nature, to explore some splendi d barbarism , 
or disclose a civilization as y et undream ed.

H um an ns.'cure and brute nature are 
m uch more alike than people generally im ­ 
agine, and if we are to apply the same gen­ 
eral rules in th e governm ent of anim als 
which actuate us in th e control of children 
and grow n persons, our success would be

If we desire a w ayw ard child to 
do thus and s<i, we do not take a rawhide 
and lash him, but we sim ply indicate our 
wishes in an intelligent m anner, and point 
out the reason why certain proclivities 
m ust not be indulged in. 
As soon as the 
child clearly understands, ten to one it is 
ready to obey* I t is precisely th e same 
w ith colts aud horses, only, as we cannot 
indicats plainly by words w hat we desire, 
we should resort to ingenious but alw ays 
patient management. 
The w hip is the 
p aren t-o f stubborness in a high-spirited 
animal, while gentleness w ill win obedi­ 
ence, and, a t the same tim e, attach th e an­ 
imal to us. 
It is the easiest thiDg imaginable to win 
the affection of animals, arm especially of 
horses. 
An apple, a potato or a few lumps 
of sugar given from th e hand, now and 
then, will cause the horse to prick up hie 
ears a t the sound of bis ow ner’s footstep, 
not w ith fear t u t w ith a low w hinnying 
note of pleasure. 
The confidence of the 
noble beast thus gained, w ill lead him to 
obey the slightest intelligent tone of voice 
or indication of th e bit. 
T here is no euch 
thing aa balkiness to be found in a horse 
thus treated ; he shows a desire to obey, 
whereas a few lashes of the whip, sm artly 
applied, if he be a horse w orth having, will 
arouse in him a spirit of retaliation aud 
stubbornesa th a t m ay cost th e owner hours 
of trouble, and possibly danger to life and 
limb. 
H orses are n u d e gentle by kind­ 
ness. 
They “ believe” in the m aster they 
love, and his voice will calm them in a 
m om ent of fear or induce them to stru g ­ 
gle forw ard even w h in overladen, and 
w hen a w hip w ould be sure to bring them 
to a stubborn standstill. 
N o m an kno.vs th e tru e value of his 
horse until he ha3 won his regard and con­ 
fidence, as it were. 
The w hip w ill never 
do this. 
A kind hand and gentle voice will 
act like magic ; thus we have know n women 
who could handle and drive horses, th a t 
would alm ost invariably show some vicious 
traits in th e hands of a m ale driver. These 
laets apply especially to th e rearing and 
training of young colts, som ething which 
the Araba understand b e tter th .n we do. 
They do not “ b re a k ” Ihi ir colts, they 
adapt them ; they fondle them from their 
b irth and pet them always. Au A rab would 
as soon strik e his wife or his daughter as 
his horse, and no anim als iu the world are 
fleeter, more enduring or more docile in the 
perform ance of every task which is given 
thfcin than is th e A rabian horse. W e would 
like to see th e w hip wholly discarded.— 
f.M. M. Ballou.

The L j.j I a a 
sa y s th a t a curious in­ 
stance of electrical developm ent by friction 
ha3 been observed in a Berlin brewery, 
th o u g h not w ithout causing a great deal 
of alarm among the workm en. 
The build­ 
ing is constructed of stone aud iron, the 
floor being laid in asphalt. 
In the upper 
story of th e m althouse was a m alt-clean­ 
ing m achine, from w hich the m alt was 
taken through an iron chute to wagons be­ 
low for distribution through the works. I t 
was found th a t if this machine remained 
in operation for a length of tim e electricity 
was developed by the friction of the m alt 
w ith the chute, and in the m ost isolated 
portions of it th e tension of the electricity 
was such as to cause a continuous stream 
of sparks. 
The m alt itself crackled, while 
th e sparks flew from it to the hands of 
those standing by, who looked u p rn the 
m anifestation as one of demoniacal oririo. 
An expert was called in to exam ine °tbe 
phenomena, a n i tho subject was brought 
before the E ’ectrical Technical Union. I)r. 
W erner Siemens showed how, through the 
influence of the asphalt fl >or, th e m alt- 
room was so insulated from the other por­ 
tions of the building as to become a large 
Leyden jar.

Frederick Baron Trenck, the Frusii&n Cfa­ 
cer—Els Remarkable Escape 
from Prison 


CASANOVA. 
Among the most noteworthy and con­ 
spicuous personages of the eighteenth cen­ 
tury, a man that might be called a fine 
bird if fine feathers make one, was the 
Signor Giovanni Giacomo Casanova deScin- 
gault. 
Arrayed in the richest garments of 
the picturesque pericd and country in 
wbicn he lived, garments that were never 
paid for, Casanova went from court to 
court of Europe, delighting everybody 
with h:s airy bravado and his graceful in­ 
solence, winning the hearts of the women 
and borrowing the money of the men, un­ 
til there remained for him no longer a 
theater for the practice of his arts and the 
display of his attractions. 
In biographical 
writing he is mentioned as the Don Juan 
of his time ; but the Don Juan of the 
dram atic or the lyric stage was a modest 
and retiring person in comparison with the 
Venetian adventurer. 
He went to visit 
Voltaire at Ferney, and Frederick the Great 
at Sans Souci; he saw, but does not seem 
to have fascinated, Catherine II. at St. 
Petersburg, and gained eome favor with 
l ’ope Benedict XIV. at Rome; he met 
George 
III. 
and 
the 
Chevalier 
d’Eon in London, and encountered Cag- 
liostro at Aix—Cagliostro, who, alone of 
all his contemporaries, was altogether as 
accomplished and magnificent a charlatan 
and beggar as himself. 
From his social 
trinmpha in such illustrious company, Casa­ 
nova cams down often to most ignoble 
straits, and was forced to sorry expedients, 
for to great a man, to make a living 
Perhaps the most respectable poiition he 
ever occupied, until the lettered close of 
his remarkable career, was as a member of 
the orchestra, iu 1745, of the theater of San 
Samuele in Venice. 
Here he played for 
some time, in one of his intervals of im- 
pecuniosity, until he could refit his ward­ 
robe and organize his plans for another 
campaign. 
Su.'h scamps rarely come to a 
good end, and yet the last twelve years of 
Casanova’s life were spent in cred table— 
nay, honorable employment, a3 the librarian 
of Count \Vatd8tein, of Bohemia, in whose 
well-stored alcoves he wrote the “ History 
of Poland," and prepared a translation of 
the “ Iliad.” 
At daybreak on the merning of the 20th 
July, 1755, when Casanova was living as a 
man of fashion in Venice, th e G rsn i Master, 
aetiDg under the orders of the much-dreaded 
Conned of Ten, entt redhischam berandbade 
him ’instantly rise, dress himself, gather 
up all his manuscripts, and follow where 
he. the Grand Master, shou'd lead. 
Upon questioning his authority, and re­ 
ceiving for answer that it was on the part 
of tin 
tribunal—a word which almost 
turned Casanova into stine—that the ar­ 
rest v i- nía V, our line gcntl - i an put on 
alac-.i s' irt, and his b.st habit, and other­ 
wise obeyed. 
Tm y got into a gondola and 
were carried to the house of the Graud 
Master, i rom tvmcli Casanova was presently 
couvc\ 1 nl.'og the Grand Canal to the quay 
of the pro- ins, where, disembarking with 
the guard, he was made to enter a building, 
ascend several fi ghts of stairs, traverse a 
gallery, end cross the canal to another 
building - ;>o .«to by a bridge. 
It was the 
Bridge of S ghs. 
Oa Lr.s way Casanova passed through the 
very ball of the Council, and arriving upon 
the 11 or abovi it, w'as confined in a small 
cell communicating with a great garret, 
w her-, w i fh other prisoners, he wa3 allowed 
at stated times to walk. 
I: was that part 
of the prison which was known bv the 
descriptive aud memorable title of “ Under 
the Leads." 
It need hardly be said that with so fer­ 
tile a mind and irrepressible a spirit as he 
possessed, Casanova entertained, from the 
very moment of his incarceration, the idea 
of esc»pe. 
Fortune favored him at the 
start. 
In 
wandering about the old 
garret 
he found 
an iron bolt of the 
thickness of an ordinary walking cane, aud 
twenty inches in length, which he sharp­ 
ened upon a piece of loose marble from the 
wal . into a sort of pike. 
W ith this he 
-"■‘A 1 ’k to cut his way through the floor, 
which was of three thicknesses, into the 
apartment below. 
It » t« i work of great difficulty. 
Fear­ 
ing to 
the hole to be made under his bed 
would h i hi.covered by the servants whin 
they cam-? to : weep his cell, he feigned a 
cough, aud by a cut upon the finger 
stain- . his ¡üe 1 kerchief with blood to err- 
robora’e his assertion of hemorrhage pro­ 
duced by the dust. 
Iu this way he ob­ 
tained on exemption from the sweeping of 
the cell--, and w o t to work with a will. It 
was only at night that he could projeed 
without fear of disturbance, and to work 
at night a iarop was indispensable. 
W ith 
a saucepan, the Lucca oil given him for his 
salad, and cotton wicks from the lining of 
his doublet, lie impiovised a lamp. 
But 
how to light i t '! Casanova was affected at 
times with an eruption upon his arm, and 
he brouuht if into immediate requisition 
for” getting 
from the 
prison surgeon 
some fiow-r3 of sulphur. 
Tnen, under 
pretext of wishing a pumice-stone for 
alleviating toothache by rubbing, he pre­ 
vailed upon the keeper Laurent to give 
him iaslead a piece of Hint, with which, 
and the eie 1 buckle of his belt, he was able 
to produce a t! une. 
T nus provided, he went on cutting deeper 
and deeper into the floor, until he had al­ 
most reached the under surface and he 
was able to fix upon the eve of the fete of 
St. Aucu-tins, the 27th of August., as the 
time fur his flight. 
But on the 25:h a sad 
misfortune bwel him. 
I.iureut came sud­ 
denly into his cell and informed him that 
he was to be immediately transferred to 
another, 1!. 
Casanova was in a measure 
consoled for ti-.u enhappy conclusion of his 
plan of i scape in seeing that his arm chair, 
in the bottom of which was concealed his 
iron spike, was to be takeu to his new 
pi ice cf confinement. 
Two hours after .Dsuient, having dis­ 
covered the opeuiag in the (1 >or of the cell 
ju sth :t vacant, broke in upon his prisoner 
v ith the bitterest taunts, demanding to 
kioV who it was that had supplied him 
with the tools with which he had cut 
through the planks. 
Casanova startled 
Laurent by the declaration that he him- 
se f had furnished all the materials re 
quisi'e for the work, and promised to re­ 
veal everything in the presence of a S cre- 
tary — au offer which the frightened j viler 
was prompt to decline, since a revelatiou 
of this sort might have caused him to be 
hinged for tiis carelessness. 
’ Laurent was ther-.f re to «cins extent iu 
Cas am. vi's power, and the lattir, profiling i 
by this advaii’.age, aud furthermore cajol- j 
ing the : uler I y presents of money to his | 
wife, td-fuined many little favors, snub as 
the i.-; 
of bov in belonging to othei pris­ 
oners. 
By nic-aiis c.f one of these books he 
conducted 
rr<--p->ndeac3 with two gcn- 
tlem n , M iiin Baibi, a Venetian noble aud 
monk, and the Count A adre Asquin, who 
w .re con .no- 
a the room immediately over 
his head. 
Their notes were secreted in the 
pocket formed between the parchment at 
the back atul the body of the volume, and 
Casanova was ev.-u adroit enough to send 
his iron pike to Balbi in this way, by in­ 
ducing Laurent to carry a pie to the moDh 
in a dish which was placed upon the vol­ 
ume spread open in the middle, end used 
as a waiter. 
Kilbi, armed with the pike, began at 
oaee to cut into the floor by way of estab 
lishiug a communication w ith the cell of 
Casanova, and was making excellent prog­ 
ress, when a fcllow-prisocer was introduced 
into this latter apartment. 
The new-comcr was an ill-lo jking wretch, 
whose wife was th e ’daughter of a -Secre­ 
tary of the Council, and had himself 
servevl .13 a spy in the employment of the 
Grand Master, so that it was necsssary to 
act towards him with great circumspection. 
Casanova worked upon his fears and his 
superstition, inducing him to believe that 
upon a certain night—the time agreed upsn 
between Balbi and himself for effecting 
their escape—a messenger from heaven 
wonld descend to deliver them from prison. 
A t length the night arrived, the monk 
overhea t pierced the ceillDg, and Casanova 
aacentlcd to the next floor, taking with 
him his companion, who was in a condition 
of abject terror. 
A t the last moment, when a opening had 
teen easily effected from the upper cell, 
directly tinder the leads, to the roof, the 
courage of the Coun Andre Asquin failed 
him, and Casanova and Balbi, leaving also 
behind them the trembling ex spy, made 
their way ta the top of the building, armed 
with an iron pike and carrying long ropes, 


made of strips of clothing, with which 
they hoped to effect a descent to the 
ground. 
The roof was steep, and rendered 
slippery by a dense m ist; the moon had 
gone down ; far below them lay Venice, 
and as they crawled to the ridge pole, it 
was at the momentary risk of sliding iff' 
and being dashed to pieces against the 
pavement. 
After vainly endeavoring to find some 
bolt or beam to which he might attach 
their cords, CaEanova went on a voyage of 
exploration around the roof, peering across 
the blackness of the intervening space at 
the cloek-tower of St. Mark’s, which rose 
darkly above them, but finding no way by 
which they could get down from their dizzy 
elevation. 
When the effort seemed almost 
hopeless a garret window was discovered 
at an apparently inaccessible point below 
them. 
By means of a ladder left upon the 
roof, very perilously adjusted by them, the 
monk and the chevalier managed to gain 
an entrance by the window into the garret, 
from which they made their way, little t y 
little, to the lower apartments, passing 
through the grand audience gallery, and 
at last, in the early morning, when the 
janitor came to open the building, walked 
leisurely do a n the grand staircase, un­ 
questioned, into the open air. 
Casanova met with many adventures 
on his way to the frontier (passing one 
night under the hospitable roof of a high 
officer of the police, who had left home 
in search of 
him), but at length gain­ 
ing a place of safety without the juris­ 
diction of Venice, whence he went not 
long afterwards to Paris, and recounted 
his Uair-breadth ’scapes with great eclat in 
the drawing-rooms of that wonder-loving 
capital. 
BARON TRENCK. 


Frederick Baron Trenck was the son of a 
high officer in the Prussian army, a n l 
cousin-germau of 
the famous 
Trenck, 
Colonel of Pandours in the service of Maria 
Theresa. 
At the a¿e of eigh’e n the Baron 
became au officer cf the body-guard of 
Frederick II-, aud was greatly in favor 
with that sovereign. 
Young, handsome, of 
approved courage, he had many enemies, 
among whom, unfortunately, he had soon 
to number the King himselr. 
One reason 
that was given for t ie change in the royal 
disposition towards Trenck was that he 
had made himself acceptable in the eyes of 
the Princess Amelia, the King’s sister. 
Carlyle altogether discredits this affaire tin 
ceur; and, indeed, throughout his life of 
Frederick II , mentions Trenck only in 
most contemptuous C’ariylese, as a fraud, 
as a babbling, conceited, empty fellow, who 
had not quite got his deserts. 
W hatever 
may have been the cause of Frederick’s 
dislike, it is certain that it was manifested 
in a very decided way. 
An imprudent correspondence with his 
cousin, the Austrian, was made the pretext 
of bis earliest imprisonment in the castle of 
Glatz. 
Trenck, who could not conceive 
that a man of his ranK and distinction 
should remain leng in duress, wrote a 
somewhat bold letter to the King, de­ 
manding to be tried by a military tribunal. 
Frederick did not respond, and Trenck, 
seeing that his place in the royal body­ 
guard had been given to another, after 
peace had been concluded, b.gan to medi­ 
tate upon escape. 
His first attem pt ended quickly in mor­ 
tifying failure. 
He had won over many of 
the guards of the ca3tle by a liberal use of 
money, w ith which he was abundantly sup­ 
plied. 
Two of them agreed to aid him 
aud accompany him in his flight, but the 
three most imprudently desired to carry 
off with them an officer who had been con­ 
demned to ten years’ imprisonment in tlie 
same fortress. 
W hen all their preparations had been 
mane, this scoundrel, whom Trenck had 
loaded down with favors, betrayed them, 
and received hia pardon as the price of 
his perfidy. 
One of 
the officers was 
warned in time to save himself, and the 
other got off with a year’s confinement, by 
dint of Trenck’a money. As for the Baron 
himself, from this day h r ward he was 
more narrowly guarded. 
But years after- 
w-ards the villain who had sold them, meet­ 
ing Trenck at Warsaw, received the chas­ 
tisement he deserved, and, desiring satis­ 
faction with weapons, wa3 left dead on the 
spot. 
■ 
The King was greatly irritated at the 
discovery of this plot, which seemed to him 
to confirm the imputations against the 
prisoner. 
Solicited a short time before by 
irenck's mother to set her sou at liberty, 
he had replied in terms th at gave her rea 
son to hope for his pardon after a year 
spent in prison. 
But Trenck had not been 
advised of this, aud his more rigorous 
treatm ent drove him to fresh efforts to gain 
his freedom—efforts which the good nature 
or the well-paid complicity of h¡3 keepers 
greatly favored. 
Our hero’s second attem pt covered him 
at once with mud and ridicule. 
He was 
confined in a tower lcokiag out upon the 
town. 
By making a saw of a pocket-kn fs the 
Baron « _s m aided to cut thrcugb t! rce 
bars of nis w i idow-gratiug. 
An ciSuer 
theu procured him a tile, with which he 
severed five more. 
Then, with a rope 
made of strips of leather cut from his 
portmauteau and of the coverlet of his bed, 
he slid down without accident to the 
ground. 
The night was dark and rainy, 
and all things favored the fugitive. 
Bat 
au unexpected difficulty presented itself 
in 
a eewer, which he was compelled 
to cross in order to roach the towa, and 
there 
the luckless 
Baron 
floundered, 
being neither able to advance nor to retire, 
and was at last fain toacall upon the senti­ 
nel to extricate him. 
Eight days only had elap-ed after this 
most absuril aud unfortunate adventure, 
w htn Trenck, with unparalleled audacity, 
had nearly gained his liberty in a way 
w holly unpremeditated. 
The commandant 
of the castle made him a visit of luspec- 
tion, aud improved the opportunity of giv­ 
ing this desperate young fellow a lecture 
on his frequent attempts at escape, by 
which he said his crime had been seriously 
aggravated in the King’s estimation. 
The Baron fir_d up at the word crime, 
and de manded to know- for how long a term 
he had been consigned to the fortress. The 
commandant replied that an officer who 
had been detected in a treasonable corre­ 
spondence with the enemies of his country 
could never expect the pardon of the 
King. 
The bilt of 
the commandant’s 
sword was w ithin easy and tempting grasp ; 
there 
were o ily a sentinel 
and 
an 
officer of the 
gusrd 
in 
attendance; 
it seetr.ed 
a golden moment ; Trenck 
seizsd 
it, in seizing the sword, rush­ 
ing rapidly from the room, hurling the 
sentinel aud the officer down the stairs 
and cutting his way out of the building. 
He leaped the first rampart and fell upon 
his feet iu the fosse ; he leaped the second 
rampart, a yet more daring and perilous 
venture, and again fell upon his feet, with­ 
out so much as losing hold of the Major’s 
sword. 
Theie was not time for the garri­ 
son to load a p eee, and no one was dis­ 
posed to pursue the Baron along the steep 
way he had chosen. 
Is was a considerable 
det< ur from the interior of the castle to the 
outer rampart, and Trenck would have had 
a good half-hour’s start of his pursuers had 
fortune, so far propitious, continued to 
favor him. 
A 
sentry 
with a fixed 
bayonet opposed him in a narrow passage ; 
the Baron cut him down. 
Another sentry ran after him ; Trenck 
attem pted to jum p over a palisade, but 
caught his foot between two of the timbers 
beyond all hope of rxtrication, seeing that 
tae unreasonable sentry held on to it with 
dogged persistence until aid arrived, and 
thus our hopeful runaway was carried to 
the castle and put under stricter surveil­ 
lance than ever. 
Lieutenant Bacb, who every four days 
mounted guard near him, was a very quar­ 
relsome fellow, and was always challenging 
•ind slishing his comrades. 
One day this 
terrible man, seated on Trenck’s bed, was 
iccounting to him how he had pinked 
L-eutenant Schell the evening before, when 
Trenck said to him : 
“ If I were not a prisoner, you should 
not wound ms with impunity, for I know 
how to handle a sword myself.” 
Bach immediately had foils brought, and 
Trenck touched him on the chest. 
H eleft 
the room iu a fury without 6aying a word, 
aud presently came back with cavalry 
sabers, offering one of which to Trenck, he 
said :

Agim be was consigned to 
prison. 
This time they took him to Mag­ 
deburg and locked him tip in the citadel. 
His subsequent life in the fortress of 
Magdeburg was but a repetition of his pre­ 
vious unrem itting efforts at escspe ; but he 
never again left the prison until he was re­ 
leased by order of the Kigg. 
He lived 
many years after his liberation, and was 
guillotined at Paris in the revolution, at 
the same time with Andre Chcnier.—[J.

The income oí the California University 
for the current ) ear is estimated at §07,501. 
The estimated expenses 
for the same 
period are mentioned as §05,100. 
It is said that the managers of the pub­ 
lic schools in the District of Columbia have 
leng been working in the direction of the 
substitution of teaching for cramming. 
Rochester University has a freshman 
class of fifty-■one members. The sophomore 
class has three additions and the junior 
tr.ree ; and the senior claia has acquired 
one mere student. Oue change ia the text­ 
books is the substitution ef Otto for Fas- 
quelle. 
Tae faculty of Trinity College, H art­ 
ford, has made a change in the m atter of 
reduction of standing for absence and mis­ 
conduct, by which a student’s standing in 
scholarship is severed from the record of 
his attendance and scholarship. 
Colby University has just opened her 
doors to a freshman class of thirty-eight 
members, including two young women. 
Recitations have been increased from thir­ 
teen to fifteen hours a week, and attend­ 
ance at church ha3 been made compulsory. 
The abolition of recess in the A lbm y 
public schools and the change of school 
hours to sessions of from 9 to half past 11 
in the morning, and from a quarter past 1 
to half-past .1 in the afternoon, have proved 
to be so Bucees-ful an experiment that the 
Beard have made them permanent. 
Pnys- 
ical, moral aud social results have ail been 
excellent. 
The Louisville School of Pharmacy is 
now open to women, its first young lady 
student having recently entered with the 
intention of ak ng a full course. 
A prac­ 
ticed chemist in Leuiaville declares that 
after having employed both men and women 
he is persuaded that the latter will make 
the better drug clerks. 


A Mr. Cook, of Philadelphia, who died 
in 1S40, in his will bequeathed G 000 acres 
of wild land near Foxburgh, P a , to the 
Pennsylvania Hospital and the Pennsyl­ 
vania Institute for the Blind. . For vears 
these institutions have derived no income 
from the gift, and - have been satisfied by 
the fact that it required no expenditure on 
their part. 
A week ago, however, oil was 
struck on the property, and there are hun­ 
dreds of applications for leasee of the land. 
The property is now estimated to be worth 
from §2.000,000 to 85.000,000.

O j the northwest of the Isle of Zsaland 
stretches a small p sntcs-lir district, fertile 
and studded with hamlets, and connected 
with tha main land by a narrow strip of 
san ly waste.

my horse’s le s t; a whirlwind aro-e and 
tilled the atmosphere with d u st; the traces 
of the path became invisible; my horse 
11 >uudereu deeper and deeper in the sand, 
white sky, earth and ocean seemed min­ 
ded and blended together, every object 
being involved in a cloud of dust and va­ 
por. 
I could not discern the slightest trace 
of life or vegetation ; the storm howled 
above m o; the waves of the sea lashed 
mournfully against the thore ; the thunder 
rolle 1 in the distance, and scarcely could 
the lurid lightaing flisii pierce the heavy 
cloud of s-.nd which w hirled aro-uad me ; 
my danger was evident au 1 extreme, w htn 
a sudden shower of rain laid the sand, and 
enabled mo to push my way to the little 
town. 
The storm I had just encountered 
was a horrid mingling f all elements. An 
earthquake has been d scribed as the sigh 
which troubled N ature heaves from the 
depthof her bosom; perhaps not more fanci­

weald be invidious to say so. 
As Ameri­ 
cas men always have done, and probably 
always wiil, the busiest of the politicians 
still find or make time for helping the 
women with their charitable enterprise. 
One promising concession has been made 
likewise. 
The Protection and Relief So­ 
ciety has sublet a part of its interest in 
the Carnival to the Ladies’ Society for 
Silk Culture, the Carnival Association re­ 
garding the latter as a beneficent industry, 
if not quite a charity. 
The Silk Culture 
booths will show the discovery of the co­ 
coons by some Chinese Empress before the 
beginning of time, them the accompliehed 
and astute Penelope at her loom—a chance 
for a Greek interior, a la Alma Tadema — 
and last, billoovs and masses of the latest 
modern triumphs in silk fabrics, plushes, 
satins and brccades to feast the eyes and 
rouse the longing sense of touch. 
In the hall-giving world General Mc­ 
Dowell invited society to come and waltz 
at Black Point. 
The ball room arrange­ 
ments were choice enough for a special 
word of description. 
The dancing-room 
was built for the occasion, and a dais about 
four feet above the main flooring went 
round the wails. 
This was to accommodate 
lookers-on, to whom the elevation gave a 
coup d'o'il. 
A t the edge of the dais, can­ 
non balls were piled to preserve a military 
character,, and at each end of the room 
were two balconies, where two bands al 
ternately relieved each other. 
The ceiling 
and walla were draped with the silk flags 
of the regiments. 
The whole was modeled 
somewhat on the scene of a fete at St. 
Petersburg. 
Friday night last the Chancel Society of 
Grace Cnurch gave their tableaux at Sara­ 
toga Hall. 
Toey filled tlieir hall and made 
money. 
“ The Vestals keeping up the 
Sacred Fire ” was extremely well grouped 
and lighted, and “ Charlotte Corday in 
Prison,” arragued, with the exception of a 
sentinel on guard, like C.iarles L ouíb Mul­ 
ler’s picture iu the Corcoran Gallery at 
Washington, was a great favorite with the 
audience. 
In the last group, from the 
Hall of Statuary at the Tuilleries, the her­ 
ald Mercury, new-lighted, made the joy of 
the retiring crowd. 
The $30(1 prize for the California Gar­ 
field monument has been awarded to Mr. 
Happersberger, a young Californian study­ 
ing m Munich. 
M r. Happersberger will 
be in San Francisco in a few days to ex- 
amioe the proposed situ for the monument. 
Tne design is a figure of Garfield, in a 
natural and dignified attitude, standing 
upon a massive granite pedestal, at the 
base of which droops a beautiful female 
figure, 
representing 
the 
monrniDg 
nation. 
She 
holds 
loosely 
in 
her 
hand tavo or threo of the useless bay 
wreaths that should have been her hero’s. 
The national eagles arc represented with 
spirit and a regard for ornithology the poor 
bird dots not alv.ays receive, 
in looking 
at these it is not a satire to remember that 
we inherit them from Rome and France. 
M . Happi riberger will superintend the 
casting of the model in the great foundry 
of Munich, \\ hieh supplies ail Europe with 
her hi'otz- s. 
To transport the clay model 
to America would be at a great risk. Prince 
Leopold, a cousin of K in g Louts of Bavaria, 
often visits the Munich studios and showed 
a great deal of iutercst in Mr. Happers- 
berger’s work before it was submitted for 
judgment, and promised the young sculp­ 
tor that, if his design was the successful 
one, he, the Prince Leopold, would give 
him, rent fr-e, one of the most spacious tf 
the Munich studios in which to set up the 
monument and give it the finishing ton tbcs. 
Tne figures are to be modeled nude and 
then draped to give them tho requisite solid­ 
ity. 
Mr. Happersberger expects to finish 
his work in a year aud a half—not long, 
when the extent and importance of the 
work are considered. 
One rf the Munich 
Professors, on hearing th at Mr. Happrrs- 
berger's was the approved design, ex­ 
claimed with enthusiasm, “ Ah, I like that 
in the Americans ; they always give their 
work to their own arlists.”

Initiatory Ordeal. 
■* ’ 
The Independent Order of Rangers is the 
title borne by a beneficiary organization, 
numbering about 40.000 members. 
The 
leading camp at the present time is under­ 
stood to be “ Camp Taeatrical, No. 10,” of 
this city, which has some two hundred 
members, 
among whom ars, as 
might 
be inferred from its name, a large propor­ 
tion of actors, scenic artists, and stage 
machinists. 
On the third Snnday of every 
month this camp meets in the Lawrence 
building, corner of Second avenue and 
FirBt street. 
Some months ago this par­ 
ticular camp determined to have a new 
ritual, worthy of its name and member­ 
ship, one which would give the widest 
possible scope to the inventive ingenuity 
aud histrionic talent of its members, and 
Chief Ranger Sullivan appointed a com­ 
mittee to prepare such a “ work.” 
The 
Chairman of the Committee of Construc­ 
tion was Grand Marshal Henry H. Hadley, 
the moderationist, who is also one of the 
Rangers' State Directors. 
W ith him in 
the task were associated Captain William 
Fowler, of the “ T hirteen” Club, and a 
score of secret societies ; John F. Coffins, 
Master of Howard Lodge, F. and A. M.; 
Tim Pixton, who wrote most of the Mem­ 
phian rite ; Dr. W alter M. Fleming, Illus­ 
trious Grand Potentate of the Nobles of 
the Mystic Shrine ; Captain Joe Aiken and 
Daniel Sickels, of the Masonic Guild, all 
high Masons aud noted ritualists, each 
of whom belongs to at least a dozen 
different orders. 
The 
result of their 
labors is said 
by tbe initiated to be 
something astounding, overwhelming, for 
beyond the wildest endeavor of the Sons of 
Malta, Egyptian Mons, or the famous 
clan of Guinea Witches. 
It includes not 
only masks, costumes, coffins, real corpses, 
gallows-tree, headsman’s block, elaborate 
mechanical tricks, and scenic effects of ihe 
most startliog character, but a great deal 
of theatrical work, in ornate and high- 
flown language for the Chief EaDger, Vice­ 
Chief Ranger, Grand Marshal, heralds, 
warders, guides, and cohorts. 
After the

WOOLLY APHIS ON APPLE 
ADD PEAR 
TREE8. 


A t the q u arterly m oetirg of the B oard cf 
S tate H o rticultural Com m issioners, P resi­ 
d e n te . H. D w iuelle m ade a statem en t of 
observation and experim ent upon the woolly 
aphis to the following e ffe c t: 
Som e m onths ago, a t a m eeting of the 
S tate H o rticu ltu ral Society, I called a tten ­ 
tion to the woolly aphis as the m ost th re a t­ 
ening enem y to apple culture on th is coast. 
W hile the codling m oth thins out tne fruit, 
this aphis stu n ts or destroys the whole tree. 
On the lim bs it canses unsightly sw ellipgs 
and distortions, checks th e grow th of wood 
and fruit, encourages th e grow th of tbe leaf 
fungue 
(Fumdgo 
iaiicena), 
and 
m akes 
the 
tree 
a 
foul 
an a 
disgusting 
ob­ 
ject. 
W here it attack s th e roots, 
they 
too 
show 
excresececces 
and 
eventually 
become decayed and úseles1. 
T he sim ilar­ 
ity cf the insect to th e phylloxera of the vine 
suggested to me th e search for a resistant 
stock on w hich to w ork apples, and thus ren ­ 
der them proof against the pest. 
In answ er 
to m y inquiries, Jo h n Lew elling stated th a t 
he had found seedlings of the G olden R usset 
a rd R aw le’s Je n n e t to be free from th e a t­ 
tacks of the wcolly aphis, and th a t in select- 
iug young stocks he found those w ith deep, 
straight roots to be b etter th an such as had 
fibrous roots near tha surfacs. 
H e also com ­ 
m ends placing lim e and wood ashes about 
the 
crown 
of 
th e 
tree 
as 
a 
rem ­ 
edy for th e aphis. 
A fterw ards Jo h n R ock, 
cf San Jose, presented to the U niversity two 
trees of a lccal seedling stock which, as far 
a? ha had observed, was free from woolly 
aphis. 
T hey were planted ia an infested 
orchard, and repeated attem pts have been 
m ade to coloniza them by placing tw igs cov­ 
ered w ith the insects about them in th e soil. 
T hus far none have been observed upon th. rn. 
If they w ithetacd for another year, we shall 
th in k th a t a very valuable stock has been dis­ 
covered. 
SPRAY FOR TOPS. 
In fighting this insect on th e tops of trees, 
adm irable results have been obtained in the 
U niversity orchard by 
spraying in sum ­ 
m er 
and 
early 
autum n 
w ith 
a 
hot 
decoction of tobacc». 
One pound of tobacco 
to one gallon of w ater is th e strength when 
first m ade, b u t from one to three tim es as 
m uch w ater is added before use. 
T he to­ 
bacco used is the refuse stem s and sweepings 
from th e San Francisco factories. 
T o secure 
efficiency the greater strength is preferred. 
The liquid is strained and applied by m eans 
i f a M erigot force pum p and bug spray. The 
wire gauz> is rem iv ed 
from th e nczzle 
end th e i: aphragin having 
the 
largest 
open'ng ia used so as to secure a free passage 
for the fluid. 
T h? nozzle is held w ithin a 
few inches of the infested lim bs, so th a t the 
process is m ore a washing th an a spraying 
one. 
T ha leaves are also drenched as far as 
practicab'e. both under and upper Bides. The 
tem perature of th e liquid iu the barrel from 
which it is pum ped is m aintained as nearly 
practicah'e at 130° F ahrenheit. 
T his is not 
very difficult to do by adding a pailful hot 
from the boiler occasionally. 
T his is the 
som e 
rem edy 
recom m ended by Ellw ood 
Cooper, of this Board, after using it w ith 
success against th e biack scale of the olive 
(Lecanim n Olca). 
Tree3 th a t were languish­ 
ing under m yriads of the aphis were vas’ly 
im proved by the w ashing. 
T h i destruction 
of the aphis altov ed the soap to nourish the 
apples, and they increased very rapidly in 
tizi. 


a p p l ic a t io n s fo r t h e r o o ts. 
W e have not as yet had satisfactory results 
in tria lin g the ro ts of th e infested trees. 
Gas lim e destroyed th e insect?, hut in ju ied

DANCER AHEAD. 
Ti e season’s experience has show n a won­ 
derful increape in th? pe»t in i s old hauntr, 
and its appearance in now ones. 
A n active 
cam paign against it should be b gun a t once. 
The owners of soaie of th a oldest and hereto­ 
fore m ost productive apple orchards in the 
S tate tell me th a t unless a rem edy is found 
there will be no profit in apple culture in the 
future. 
T r e Chilean Consul says th a t a t one 
tim e this pest sw ept off tho wild apple trees 
in Chile. 
T his season th e pest has been ob­ 
served iu A lam eda county on the pear as well 
as the apple. 
F u rth e r observations as to re­ 
sistant stocks should be m ade by those who 
have opportunity.

Daniel McMillan, a Bodie miner, and 
Tom Nolan, a teamster of this city, Thurs­ 
day night gave au exhibition of eollar-aod- 
elbow wrestling at Concordia Hall. 
The 
match was for $200, best two in threo, 
square back falls. 
McMillan won the 
purse in two successive falle, the first in 
forty-four and the second in twenty’ min­ 
utes. 
The steamer San Jose has arrived from 
New York via Straits of Magellan and Pan­ 
ama. 
She is one of the three iron steamers 
built a few months ago for the Pacific Mail 
Company. 
The other two are the San 
Bias and San Juan, both of which will 
ultimately be brought out here for service 
in the Pacific. 
The S»n Jose is advertised 
to sail for Panama on the 19;h instant. 
Officers W . T. Burke and Price, about 
one o’clock yesterday morning, arrested 
two girls, Nora and Annie WiLon, at the 
Mission. 
The pair, who are only fifteen 
years of age, were indulging in obicene 
conversation and acting indecently, and 
were in company with I’homas Matt hews, 
who was drunk. 
The girls gave fictitious 
addressee, and the officers had a vain starch 
for their residencia. The pair were booked 
fur the Industrial School. 
Ou them wa9 
found a filthy scrap of poetry. 
Captain J. W. W hite, acting Superintend­ 
ent of the Twelfth Lite Saving District, 
has received orders from Sumner I. Kim­ 
ball, General Superintendent of the Life- 
Saving Service, to place three life-saving 
crcw3 on this coast. 
A keeper and a crew 
of six men have been engaged for Station 
No. 7, situated on the beach near Golden 
Gate Park. 
They went out to the station 
on Monday, the terms of service extending 
from October 1st to June 80th. 
The keep­ 
ers receive $700 a year, and each of the 
crew receive a salary of $40 a month. Sta­ 
tion No. 3, situated on the Columbia river, 
and Station No. 5 on Humboldt bay, will 
also soon be provided with crew?. 
During the trial of George Kendall, a 
boy charged with stealing coil from-F. 
B trnard’s coal yard, on Broadway, before 
Judge Roeenbaum yesterday, the complain­ 
ing witness made an exposure of the man­ 
ner in which poor people residing near his 
place schooled their offspring for the jail 
and prison. 
After stating that he had 
caught the accused as he was making off 
with a sack fnll of coal, Mr. Barnard stated 
that in the last three months he bad lost 
100 tons of coal, valued at $1,000, by young 
thieves. 
For five years past a gang of 75 
beys in that neighborhood have stolen on 
an average 20 tons of coal a month.

after supplying them, they sell the surplus 
to saloons and groceries in exchange for 
stimulants and groceries.

further stated that he could mention these 
families to the number of two score or more 
that never bought a dollar’s worth of faeL

2. A gainst tbe sm all m inority of practical 
politicians now in possession flo re a re arrayed 
the m asses of the party , who are im patient 
and angry, n o t to say disgusted. 
T hey do 
not sym pathize w ith either faction, and are 
ready to cry 
“ A plague on both your 
houses. ” 
3 T he inaction of th e la tte r class of R e­ 
publicans is not attrib u tab le to indifference 
any m ore th an it is to active sym pathy w ith 
either of the factions. 
I t is due to inability 
to dircover any practicable rem edy. 
T hey 
would be w illing enough to Btrike if they 
could see where the blow m ight be delivered 
w ith effect against the sp irit cf faction and 
ia favor of good g o v ern m en t; b u t the issues 
are so crossed aud entangled th a t no point of 
attack ia exposed. 
4 T here is no one to tak e the in itiative in 
a m ovem ent tow ards reform , and if any Euch 
should apiiear the tff irt w :.uld te abortive on 
account of the im possibility of agreem ent 
upon the m ethods to be pursued. 
F u rth e r­ 
more, no m atter how good m ight be the mo­ 
tives of such a th ird party , the new spapers 
com m itted to the present factions w ould 
throw enough dust in the eyee of the public to 
create the im pression th a t th e laat comers 
were on a level w ith th eir predecessors in re­ 
spect to m otives. 
5 A fter the “ D u ffers” and “ B lu ffers” 
have blustered long enough to convince them ­ 
selves th a t neither can frighten the other out 
i f the field, they will come together and com ­ 
prom ise th eir differences—not o ut of any re­ 
gard for the p arty or th e people, b u t sim ply 
as a m atter of self-preservation. 
N one of the 
causes th a t produced these com plications will 
be eradicated, and therefore the situation will 
repeat itself w henever th e conditions are pro­ 
pitious. 
I m ight, perhaps, sum m arize as foil u-j the 
deductions train the above facts, w hich you 
huve already draw n in your editorial coal­ 
men! s. w ith a few others to w hich you will 
probably a sse n t: 
( a ) T he San Francisco affair is n o t spo­ 
radic, b u t is, on the contrary, a c .n d i.in i of 
things th a t exists or has ex iste! in m any 
A m erican cities. 
(b ) T his special condition is th e product if 
certain antecedent general conditio! s. 
I t is 
the n atu ral destination of m unicipal politics 
eo long as directed by th e present tendencies. 
(r ) I t results from the preceding c msider- 
ation th a t an evil of such long standing and 
so w idespread adm its of only a gradual cure. 
A ny tem porary “ rising ” of the respectability 
of the p arty agaiaat i's baser elem ents, any 
m ore to act indipendently of p arty for ¡be 
tim e being, could only g fe c t a tran sito ry 
alleviation of the evil. 
VWc u we disregard 
tbe regularly organized parties, we oro 
n 
forced to come back to them . 
Therefore, it 
is of the greatest im p irtauce to free t- u ■ 
or­ 
ation of such parties from th a vices th a t in­ 
here therein. 
(tí.) A radical reform of the abuses of m u­ 
nicipal governm ent requires an intelligent 
study of all the m otives, forces and tenden­ 
cies th a t go to m ake up the statics and dy­ 
nam ics of politics in th is country. 
T hen, 
w hen a correct understanding of th e problem 
has been attained, its solutiou requires a long 
and steady persistence in certain courses of 
? cl ion th a t w ill heavily tax th e patience of 
the m ultitude. 
(r ) T ne greatest obstacle ie not th? scarcity 
cf honest m en so m uch as the la c k 'd p pul-.r 
intelligence to pick them o u t and surround 
(hem w ith conditions likely to preserve th eir 
integrity. 
P riv ate individuals and corpora­ 
tions have little diffi ulty ia fioding m en suf­ 
ficiently honest to in tru st w ith th eir busi­ 
ness; or. w hat am ounts to tho sam e thing, 
th ? 7 conduct G.eir business on such a sv-f- m 
th a t thieving is i p possible or I s - pruL:.S'.e 
th an h o n e s t; e fo-m ance of du ty . 
(_(.) T his is th e X —the unknow n q n a n ti'y 
of the problem —to ascertain how t&e pnloic 
business can bs transacted on th e sam e prac­ 
tical, coram in-zense principle! as private busi­ 
ness. 
'L i do this it is r.eeessary to unravel 
the w eb of intrigue, dishonesty an d s?lfi-h- 
resR w hich seem s to em brace all the evil in ­ 
fluences in th e city, and m ake every eccond 
m an a conspirator against the public good. 
I am certain of the ability of th e R scórd- 
U nK'N to carry en the discussicn ct these 
questions la a w ay which w ill be very profit: - 
ble a t Ihe present tirn f.
